was put on display at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, Md., on 9 March before a group 


of more than 100 newspapermen and 
editors. 
Hosts to the group at the day-long 


demonstration were Maj. Gen, C. T. Har- 
ris, jr., commanding general at Aberdeen, 
and Brig. Gen. G. M. Barnes, chief of the 
technical division of the Office of the 
Chief of Ordnance. 

Highlight of the program was General 
Barnes’ frank question hour in which he 
stated that if there are shortages of criti 
eal materials in “Greater Germany” they 
have not yet become evident in the equip- 
ment being used by the Nazi troops. 

One exception to this statement, how- 
ever, was noted by General Barnes, who 
stated that the Nazis are now using ex- 
plosives of a good power but of types not 
as stable as those formerly employed by 
the Germans. Our explosives can be 
fairly reliably counted upon to last for 
twenty years or more, while those now 
used by the Germans in many cases are 
rather unstable and may become defec- 
tive a few months after manufacture. On 
the other hand, of course, such ammuni- 
tion may list for several years. 

German materiel generally, General 
Barnes stated, was of good material and 
excellent workmanship. There seems to 
be no lack of copper and other critical 
materials, judging from the brass car- 
tridge cases and bronze castings found 
on the battlefields. The Nazis are using 
steel cartridge cases just as we are, it 


was indicated, but they have not com 
pletely abandoned use of brass, which 
would have been necessary had copper 


supplies been low. 

“Japanese equipment, to our way of 
thinking,” stated the Ordnance “chief 
engineer”, “is not very effective equip- 
ment.” 

Hle criticised Jap materiel as 
light and not of very high power. 

Careful studies are made of equipment 
of all kinds—guns, projectiles, tanks, ve- 
hicles, tires, engines, and the like—to 
determine the efficiency of such materiel 
as compared with our equipment. “We 
want to know as much about German, 
Italian and Japanese equipment as we do 
about our own,” General Barnes pointed 
out. 

Ordnance believes that its products are 
as good as or better than those of any 
of its enemies, General Barnes said. How- 
ever, data obtained from a study of this 
equipment is kept secret because Ord- 
nance believes any reports on perform- 
ance of enemy equipment would lead to 
a demand for facts on the comparative 
efficiency of our materiel. To state that a 
certain German tank has a speed of only 
30 miles an hour would inevitably force 
the Army to disclose the speed of the 
corresponding American tank. 

Newspapermen earlier in the day had 
witnessed the shooting of the American 
37-mm antiaircraft gun and of the 40-mm 
AA gun (the British Bofors), and Gen- 
eral Barnes was asked which was the

Ask: Commendine Rade: 
Higher Grade Held Up 


Although there was no action taken in 
Congress this week on a Navy Depart- 
ment proposal to create the rank of ad- 
miral of the fleet as the highest rank in 
the Navy, the week did see the Navy ask 
for a new rank, that of commodore. 

Legislation to carry out the proposal 
was immediately introduced in the House 
and Senate, and the Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee late this week reported its bill, 
S. 829. 

The proposal to create the grade of ad 
miral of the fleet, with pay and a'low 
ances of a rear admiral (upper half) and 
a money allowance of $5,000 a year, faces 
opposition in the Congress, both from 
those who oppose too much “rank” in 
American military forces, and those who 
point out that it is a foreign title. 

However, Chairman Vinson of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee this week 
told the Army AND Navy Journat that he 
was in favor of the bill and would eall 
it up for consideration by his committee 
when the Navy desired such action. 

The rank proposed by the bill would go 
to Admiral Ernest J. King as Chief of 
Naval Operations, and probably would be 
granted also to Admiral William DPD. 
Leahv. Chief of Staff to the Commander 
in Chief of the Army and Navy. 

The bill to create the grade of commo 
dore was reported by the Senate Naval 
Committee without extended debate, but 
with an amendment which would insure 


that commodores be subject to Senate 
confirmation. The comparable rank 


brigadier general in the Army—is subject 
to Senate consent. 

It had been proposed by the Navy De 
partment that commodores not be sub 
ject to Senate confirmation. 

Commodores, under the bill, would re 
ceive pay and allowance of an officer of 
the sixth pay period. 

Another objective of the bill is to 
clarify the status of the Coast Guard un 
der the Navy’s temporary 
rank. Although no question has been 
raised as to the legality of application of 
the act to the Coast Guard it is felt desir 
able that all possibilities of such a ques 
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Will Overhaul Selection 

A forecast that Navy personnel laws 
will be overhauled after the war was in 
dicated in a letter from the Navy Depart 
ment to the House Naval Affairs Com 
mittee commenting on a bill to authorize 
certain permanent appointments in the 
line of the Navy. 

Opposing the bill, the Navy gave among 
other reasons, the thought that: “It 
would be wise to proceed slowly in the 
matter of permanent appointments, as the 
limited experience since the enactment of 
the Line Personnel Act of 1988 indicates 
the necessity for revision after the war 
of all personnel laws . , 

The bill commented upon was H.R. 137, 
which would have authorized appoint 
ments in the Regular Navy of Naval Re 
serve officers who had attained such rank 
after service as midshipmen in the Naval 
Reserve. 

Recommending that the bill not be 
passed the Navy Department stated, “As 
a matter of policy there should be no more 
regu'ar officers in the Navy than are nec 
essary to man the normal peacetime es 
tablishment effectively.” 

If the Regular list is built up too much, 
it said, post war conditions may make 
drastic curtailments necessary 





Tax Free Tobacco Products 

The House Committee on Ways and 
Means has reported favorably the bill, 
H. R. 2080, which would permit the ship 
ment tax-free of certain tobacco products 
to Alaska and Hawaii for use of the 
armed forces of the United States. This 
will not only reduce the price of these 
products to Army and Navy personnel 
but will also keep from the enemy in 
formation as to the location of units of 
the Army and Navy.

Coming into being 10 March 1942, in a 
redesignation of the Army into Army Air 
Forces, Army Ground Forces, and Ser

men; movement overseas of over a mil 
lion men and 14,000,000 tons of supplies, 
as well as millions of domestic move 
ments; construction of  $6,000,000,000 
worth of military facilities; and = the 
establishment of an administrative or 
ganization for the largest American Army 
in history. 

General Somervell stated that procure 
ment called for in the Army Supply Pro 
gram will be carried out, with the co 
operation of the War Production Board, 
under the Controlled Materials Plan. 

“In our first year,” he continned, “we 
systematized our relations with the other 
United Nations on all questions of supply 
procurement and munitions assignment. 
Our relations with our Allies are on a 
sound basis of mutual understanding.”

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} Newspapers Generally Approve Larger Size For U.S. Armed Forces 


“If the military and Navy brass hats are allowed to have their way in this issue, 
we will be making a bad mistake in our war policy, according to some of the most 
level-headed men in civil authority at Washington,” states the Dallas Morning News. 


GAINST arguments that an increase in the size of our armed forces will deprive 
us of needed industrial manpower, will deprive our Allies of shipping space 


as men are sent overseas, or will not result in any use of such added numbers of soldiers 


in combat warfare, the American press has generally countered with approval of 


the planned expansion. 


Pros and cons in the word-battle waged in U. 8S. newspapers over the issue are 


as follows: 


“Shall we get 11,000,000 men all dressed up with no place to go?” asks the New 
York Daily Mirror. “Wave we the ships to transport and supply a considerable por- 


tion of them where they can fight? Can we feed them? . 


.. The whole problem of the 


size of the armed forces ought to be re-studied, and Congress must take the respon- 
sibility for determining whether, in strengthening the fighting forces, we are weaken 
ing, beyond the danger point, the production forces that must back them up.” 


“The need for such an enormous armed host,” states the Detroit /ree-Press, “is

“The original contention on which the ‘big army’ plan was advanced was that a large 
force would be necessary for home defense if the Allied effort abroad collapsed. That 


need has disappeared.” 


“The discrediting and distrust of trained military leaders,” says the Fort Worth 
Star-Telegram, “are familiar manifestations in America, deriving perhaps from the 


disarmament complex of two decades ago. 


Obsessed with the desire for material 


prosperity that obscures the immensity of a world conflict, critics of an adequate 
armed force seek a problematical national security in the delusion that victory is just 
around the corner. The spirit is to let Russian Joe and British George do it. The same 
spirit extends to the home front in seeking to reduce the size of the Army and to drain 


it of trained men.” 


“The draft authorities, apparently without any back talk from McNutt or Wickard, 
continue to plan for an army of 12 or 13 million men, though simple statistics show 
that it would be impossible to furnish shipping and supplies for such a force overseas 
and also fill the needs of our allies, who have ample manpower and need only supplies,” 


states the Oklahoma City Times.

Nominations of Maj. Gen. George 8S. 
Patton, Jr., commander of the | Armored 
Corps in North Africa, and in command 
of American forces landing on the West 
African Coast 8 November, and Maj. Gen. 
Carl Spaatz, Commander of Air Forces in 
the Northwest African area, for promo- 
tion to the temporary grade of Lieutenant 
General were sent to the Senate this week 
by President Roosevelt. 

This will make a total of 22 lieutenant 
generals on active duty with the Army. 
The other twenty lieutenant generals are: 
Lt. Gen. Joseph T. MeNarney, Deputy 
Chief of Staff, the four Army command 
ers, Lt. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, Lt. Gen. 
John L. DeWitt, Lt. Gen. Ben Lear, and 
Lt. Gen. Courtney H. Hodges; the three 
chiefs of the major components of the 
Army, Lt. Gen. L. J. MeNair, Lt. Gen. H. 
H. Arnold, and Lt. Gen. Brehon Somer 
vell; Lt. Gen. Delos ©, Emmons, com- 
manding at Hawaii; Lt. Gen. Walter 
Krueger, commanding an Army in Aus- 
tralia; Lt. Gen. Frank M. Andrews, com- 


manding European Forces; Lt. Gen. 
George H. Brett, commanding the Car- 
ibbean Defense Command; Lt. Gen. 


Joseph W. Stilwell, commander in China, 
Burma, and India; Lt. Gen. Jacob L. 
Devers, commanding the Armored Force ; 
Lt. Gen. Robert L. Eichelberger, com- 
mander of the successful offensive in New 
(iuinea; Lt. Gen. George C. Kenney, com- 
manding the air forces in the South West 
Pacific; Lt. Gen. Mark Clark, of North 
Africa; Lt. Gen, William 8, Knudsen, Di- 
rector of Production; and Lt. Gen, Stan 
ley D. Embick, USA-Ret., who is on active 
duty with the Joint Board on Defense of 
the United States and Canada, the Mex- 
ican board, and the Inter-American De- 
fense Board, and Lt. Gen. Jonathan M. 
Wainwright, now a Jap prisoner, who 
made the magnificent last stand defense 
in the Philippines. 

General Patton, who was graduated 
from West Point Military Academy in 
1909, participated in the Punitive Expedi- 
tion into Mexico in 1916 as Aide to Gen- 
eral John J. Pershing, and, as a Captain, 
sailed for France in May, 1917, as a mem 
ber of General Pershing’s staff. He was 
present at the battle of Cambrai in De 
cember, 1917, when tanks were first em- 
ployed on a large scale by the British, and 
organized and directed the American 
Tank Center at Langres. He commanded 
the 304th Brigade of the Tank Corps in 
the St. Mihiel offensive. 

Transferred to the Meuse-Argonne Sec- 
tor with his brigade, he was wounded on 
26 September, 1918. 

From 19 April, 1941, until his assign- 
ment as commander of the I Armored 
Corps, General Patton was Commanding 
General of the 2d Armored Division. He 
is a graduate of the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff School, the Cavalry School, and 
the Army War College. He was promoted 
to major general (temporary) 4 April,

This is the Air medal, which may 
be awarded to any person who, while 
serving in any capacity with the 
Army or Navy of the United States 
subsequent to 8 Sept. 1939, distin- 
guishes himself by meritorious 
achievement while participating in 
an aerial flight. 

Pendant from a ribbon striped with 
the Air Corps colors of blue and 
gold, is a fleur-de-lis which  sur- 
mounts a compass rose. In relief on 
the rose is a swooping American 
Eagle with lightning bolts clutched 
in his talons. The decoration is 
awarded in those cases where the act 
of meritorious service does not war- 
rant the award of the Distinguished 
Flying Cross. 

The medal was designed, before 
his induction, by Pvt. Walter Han- 
cock, who subsequently received a 
$1,500 reward for the sketch he sub- 
mitted in condpetition. 











1941. General Patton holds the Distin 
guished Service Cross, Distinguished Ser 
vice Medal, and the Oak Leaf Cluster for 
the D.S.M., and recently was awarded the 
Grand Cross of the Order of Ouissam 
Alaouite, by the Sultan of Morocco. 
General Spaatz, who commanded U. 8. 
Army Air Forces in the European Theater 
of Operations prior to his present assign- 
ment, graduated from the U. 8. Military 
Academy in 1914. He also accompanied 








the Punitive Expedition into Mexico 
under General Pershing. As a major, Gen 
eral Spaatz commanded the 3ist Aero 
Squadron in France, sailing in 1917. He 
received the Distinguished Service Medal 
for his exploits during the St. Mihiel of 
fensive, and was awarded the Distin 
guished Flying Cross for his command of 
the Army plane “Question Mark” in its 
endurance flight 1-7 January, 1929. He 
is a graduate of the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff School and the Air Corps Tacti 
eal School.

General Patton holds the permanent 
rank of Colonel of Cavalry, and General 
Spaatz, Colonel, Air Corps. 





Signs Rental Allowance Bill 

By the Presidential signature to S. 641 
officers without dependents, while on field 
duty will receive allowance for quarters 
when not furnished quarters, or when 
assigned quarters that are not adequate, 
and, in the case of naval officers, for pe 
riods of not over three months when on 
duty at sea. Certification of competent 
superior authority will effect this. 

The act was proposed by the Navy De 
partment as a result of a decision of the 
Comptro'tler General that during the war 
all officers serving on shore with troops, 
either within or outside of the United 
States, are on field duty. This construe 
tion of the law cancelled the possibility 
of rental allowance being paid to officers 
without dependents serving ashore with 
troops, even though not assigned public 
quarters. The Comptroller General also 
had held that such officers serving on 
temporary duty at sea for not more than 
four months were entitled to rental allow- 
ance only when the department concerned 
certified that the shore duty was para- 
mount to the duty required of them at 
sea, 

The Comptroller, however, had stated 
that he would not enforce his decision 
until 1 March 1948, to give Congress op- 
portunity to correct the law. 

In urging passage of the bill the Navy 
Department emphasized that failure to 
enact it might make it necessary to con 
struct quarters throughout the country 
at an unestimated cost. 





Deficiency Appropriations 

The Senate Appropriations committee 
this week reported and the Senate began 
consideration of a deficiency appropria- 
tion bill carrying $4,107,286,166 in funds 
for various government agencies, all but 
a small portion of which is for the con- 
struction fund of the Maritime Commis- 
sion. 

The Senate eliminated a provision in- 
serted in the bill by the House which 
would have prohibited use of Maritime 
commission funds to construct any naval 
auxiliary vessel. Rear Adm. Emory S8. 
Land, USN-Ret., chairman of the com- 
mission, told the Senate committee that 





the amendment would seriously effect 
ship construction. Admiral Land said that 
the Maritime commission already has 
built or procured and transferred 2438 
vessels of nearly two million gross tons 
to the Navy and another 113 ships of five 
hundred thousand gross tons to the Army. 





Qualifications for OCS 

Men qualified physically for active ser 
vice are to be considered qualified physic 
ally for attendance at certain officer can 
didate schools and for commissions upon 
graduation, the War Department re 
minded this week in Circular No. 64. 

The department's order states: 

1. It has come to the attention of the War 
Department that certain enlisted men are be 
ing denied the opportunity to attend any 
officer candidate school solely by reason of 
the physical defect(s) which they 
at the time of their enlistment or induction 
and not disqualifying for their retention on 
active military service in enlisted status 

2. Such action is in direct conflict with the 
intent of paragraph Sf(2), AR 625-5. 

3. It is the intent of paragraphs 7a(2) and 
8f(2), AR 625-5, that any man who is con 
sidered physically qualified for retention on 
active service, in an enlisted status, be con 
sidered physically qualified to attend the 
Army Administration officer candidate school 
the Medical Administrative officer candidate 
school, the Adjutant General officer candidat: 
school, and the Army Air Forces (administra 
tive and statistical only) officer candidate 
school; and for appointment upon graduation 
therefrom.

The War Department was informed 
this week by General Douglas A. Mac- 
Arthur, Commander-in-Chief of Allied 
Forces in the Southwest Pacific Area, of 
messages he has received from the Honor- 
able James Curtin, The Prime Minister of 
Australia; His Excellency, Lord Gowrie, 
Governor General of Australia; and Mr. 
Justice Tare Charlie Davis, the High 
Commissioner for Canada in Australia, in 
congratulation on the Allied victory 
which resulted in the destruction of the 
Japanese convoy in the Battle of the Bis- 
marck Sea. 

The message from the Prime Minister 
follows: 

“On behalf of the Commonwealth Parlia- 
ment and the people of Australia, I warmly 
congratulate you on the magnificent victory 
which has been achieved by the Air Forces 
operating under your command in the de- 
struction of the large enemy sea-borne force 
in the Battle of the Bismarck Sea. 

“When Parliament met this afternoon, I read 
to the honorable members the text of your 
communique giving an account of the battle. 
I then made the following statement which 
was received with enthusiastic applause by 
honorable members: ‘I am sure that the 
House would like to express, through the 
Commander-in-Chief, to the gallant forces 
under his direction our pride and admiration 
in the notable achievement. Yesterday I said 
that we had proof that whatever had to be 
done would be well done, having regard to 
the forces at the disposal of the Commander- 
in-Chief. On all fronts on which our gallant 
men have had tasks to do, they have been 
unsparing in their devotion. They have been 
wisely led and I believe that all of their 
operations have been carefully and capably 
planned, We do not know how long the war 
will last, but of this we can be certain, that 
it will not be lost because of any deficiency 
in our fighting forces or in the skill with 
which they are led. I do not believe that 
there is any other factor which will cause 
our defeat. Never before, on so many fronts, 
has our cause given such justification for 
confidence in the final result. We know that 
great sacrifices have yet to be made. We 
realize that too many probably have already 
been made for our pleasure, yet in our hearts 
there is an admixture of pride and admira- 
tion which fortified us, Let me express one 
final thought which is in my heart more than 
in my mind, I would that the people who are 
being saved by the exploits of our fighting 
forces would emulate them by a sobriety of 
conduct at their work and in their social re- 
lationships which would not only increase 
their capacity to serve the fighting forces, 
but would, at the same time, minister to 
greater qualities in the nation as a whole.’ 

“The leader of the Opposition (Mr. Fadden) 
supported my remarks when he made the 
following statement: ‘Members of the Op- 
position gratefully and enthusiastically as- 
soclate themselves with the remarks of the 
Prime Minister. We join in conveying our 
congratulations to those who have success- 
fully planned this campaign which has 
wrought such havoc to the enemy. We also 
extend our congratulations and sincere 
thanks to all who participated in it. The 
news of the victory is pleasing, not only to 
Australians, but also to the people of the 
United Nations who constitute our Allies. 

“It should arouse a sense of realism in 
the minds of the people of Australia as to 
what we are in this fight for. We have been 
successful to the degree that the communique 
demonstrates, but that should not bring 
about complacency or a relaxation of our 
efforts totally to annihilate the enemy, be- 
cause only by his total annihilation, we pre-

“I join with the Prime Minister in ex- 
tending our thanks to those responsible for 
the victory, and also express the hope that 
this major victory by the Allies is the be- 
ginning of the end and that Australia, in- 
deed civilization, will be restored to the lib- 
erty and freedom formerly enjoyed,’ 

“T shall be glad if you would convey an 
expression of my deep appreciation to the 
officers and men of the forces who were re- 
sponsible for this splendid success.” 

The message from the Governor Gen- 
eral of Australia follows: 

“I should like to convey to you and all 
under your command who have taken part in 
the recent attack on the Japanese convoy my 
sincere congratulations on the complete suc- 
cess of the operation. 

“This success could not have been attained 
without careful planning, thorough training, 
skill and courage of the highest order, This 
operation will, without any doubt, take a high 
place in the history of aerial warfare and 
effects the greatest credit on all concerned.” 

The message from the High Commis- 
sioner for Canada follows: 

“Sincere congratulations on splendid suc- 
cess of the forces under your command in the 
Battle of the Bismarck Sea, The total de- 
struction of this massive Japanese convoy re- 
flects greatest credit on all concerned and on 
behalf of your Canadian cousins and brothers 
in arms, I would be glad if you would express 
to the participating forces Canada’s deep 
pride and appreciation of this outstanding 
example of courage and skill under most try- 
ing conditions.” 





Defends President’s Sons 

Replying to recent accusations by Rep- 
resentative Lambertson that President 
Roosevelt’s sons were being “coddled” 
and removed from combat zones because 
of possible danger, Lt. Col. Elliott Roose- 
velt, now on duty in North Africa, in a 
letter to Representative Fritz Lanham, 
stated “I’ve been in every lousy spot the 
Air Corps can think of to send its men”, 
and labeled “sort of unfair” criticism of 
“men who are fighting for their country.” 

“If I ever get home and am out of the 
Army,” he wrote, “I'll be glad to stand 
up for my own honor, but in the mean- 
time see if he (Lambertson) won't lay off 
until such time as a fair fight can be 
made of it. 

“I don’t care whether a man is a Re- 
publican or a Democrat, Let’s get to- 
gether and get this damn war won! I’m 
tired and I want to go home and live in 
peace on my ranch with my family. The 
sooner the better, too.” 

Colonel Roosevelt’s letter, which was 
read by Representative Lanham in the 
House 5 March, pointed out that Frank- 
lin, jr., has been, and still is on a de- 
stroyer in the North Atlantic, that James 
“has insisted on carrying on, on active 
duty, even though he is not physically up 
to the strain of combat”, and that John, 
in the Naval Supply Corps has been 
“fighting like hell ever since he got in to 
go on foreign service.” 





Going to South Pacific? 

Interesting advice to officers and units 
destined for duty in the South Pacific 
is contained in a letter received here by 
an Army officer from a friend now on 
duty in those regions. The writer says: 

“You tell those outfits up there to take 
every damn thing they can think of with 
them when they start over—including the 
kitchen sink—particularly hardware, like 
nails, screws, screen wire, hasps, hinges, 
hammers, saws, and cheese cloth and 
mosquito bars, and spray guns and insect 


spray. Whatever they take won’t be 
enough. 
“They can’t build their crates and 


boxes too strong—the dockwallopers or 
stevedores seem to get a big kick out of 
converting boxes and crates into junk 
and kindling wood. They playfully like 
to drop 600 pound boxes 6 or 8 feet and 
watch ’em bust. 

“Tell departing patriots to go easy on 
soap—everybody from the generals on 
down seem to think of soap—there’s 
enough soap on this island to make Proc- 
tor & Gamble homesick—and of course 
every devoted wife and sweetheart loads 
up the locker of her sweetie-pie with 
soap too. 

“There is plenty of tobacco and razor 
blades available here. Chow is fine—we 
eat good—have a good mess—No squawks 
about food.”

General 
Hughes received from General Eisen- 
hower the Distinguished Service Medal, 
with a citation praising his “marked or- 
ganizing ability in effecting coordination 
with British staffs and his seasoned 
supply knowledge and sound judgment.”

to soldiers stationed far from retail trading 
centers, 

“We all know about the splendid job of 
standardization, simplification, and decentral- 
ization carried out by the Adjutant General. 
In this department I want particularly to 
mention the advances the Army Postal Ser- 
vice has made and especially the establish 
ment of V-Mail, 

“Let us look briefly at the accomplishments 
of the Supply Services. Army Ordnance in 
this one year has expanded production seven 
times, Establishment of the Ordnance Auto- 
motive Center at Detroit has speeded produc- 
tion and simplified procedures, We have de 
veloped new weapons, some so revolutionary 
that they quickly modified the science of tac- 
ties, Other new weapons are in process now. 
We have redesigned old weapons to procure 
greater efficiency. We have established pro- 
duction control methods which give us max!i- 
mum flexibility in meeting the changing de 
mands of war. 

“Every American should be proud of the 
M4 tank. In spite of fireside strategists, the 
men who actually know insist that this is the 
finest tank on the battlefield, We are produc- 
ing ordnance in immense quantity, In the first 
World War our Allies furnished most of our 
artillery; all our tanks. Today the situation 
is reversed, We must not only supply all our 
own weapons but vast quantities for the other 
United Nations. This we are doing. The 
quantity and the quality of the arms flowing 
from our arsenals to all the world’s battle- 
fronts surely must be ominous to our en- 
emies, 

“New types of clothing to fit new types of 
war, new rations to meet new conditions and 
world-wide shortages and still maintain a 
balanced, adequate diet, plus the ability to 
keep up with procurement schedules are the 
outstanding accomplishments of our Office of 
Quartermaster General in the first year of 
8. O. &. 

“Completion on time of the greatest con- 
struction program in history, the training of 
large numbers of combat troops, and the con- 
tribution to a new phase of aerial warfare 
through the development of steel landing mats 
are highlights in the work of our Engineers. 

“The fact that only about one percent of 
our troops are disabled through illness, less 
than three percent from all causes, and that 
those wounded in battle are given prompt and 


adequate treatment, is proof that our Medical 
Corps lives up to its finest traditions. The 
development of new uses for sulfa drugs by 
Army doctors, new anti-malaria measures, 
the extensive application of blood plasma, 
and new, quick evacuation methods for the 
wounded are examples of the forward-look- 
ing plans of our Medical Corps, 

“Working in secrecy, our Signal Corps has 
revolutionized communications and detection 
devices that will affect not only the winning 
of the war but the daily lives of all people 
in the peaceful years to come, 

“The movement of men and supplies by our 
Transportation Corps in our first year has 
been one of our outstanding accomplishments, 
Working in conjunction with the Navy and 
the Maritime Commission, we have shipped 
overseas six times the volume of supplies we 
did in the first year of the first World War, 
two and a half times as many men; this in 
spite of the much longer distances now in- 
volved, We are prepared to do nearly three 
times as much this year, Next year we will 
increase the volume even more, 

“We have produced a million incendiary 
bombs in our first year of 8. O. 8. At the 
same time we trained all our troops to de- 
fend themselves against gas. 

“In all our efforts we have never lost sight 
of the necessity for conservation, Bvidences 
of this are found in our manufacturing pro- 
cesses and in the reduction of waste in gar- 
rison and in the field. 

“Let us not forget our Service Commands, 
Our plan to decentralize authority and re- 
sponsibility has worked out even better than 
we had hoped, These Commands are giving 
daily evidence of their effectiveness, 

“All of the accomplishments would have 
been impossible without the active support of, 
the Secretary, the Chief of Staff, the Under 
Secretary, and the Assistant Secretaries, All 
have given us the inspiration of their leader- 
ship and their unstinted support, We should 
never forget this. We are similarly indebted 
to our associates, the Air and Ground Forces 
and the General Staff for their sympathetic 
handling of our common problems and their 
cooperation in their selution.” 


General Somervell declared that his or- 


ganization soon will be faced with in- 
creasing major problems, falling into 


four major categories : procurement, sup- 
ply of our armies in the fleld; simplifica- 
tion of internal management and a more 
effective use of personnel to alleviate the 
manpower shortage, which he described 
as a “most vexatious” problem, 

“We may become impatient with delays 
that cooperation with other agencies in- 
evitably entails,” he declared, “Let us 
not under any circumstances be irked by 
these contacts—let us not become intol- 
erant of their views and problems and let 
us not, under any provocation, no matter 
how great, be drawn into useless bicker- 
ing which turns our blood into bile and 
taunts us into anger against those with 
whom we should work in harmony.” 





Prisoners Told to Shun Radio 


Military personnel, who may become 
prisoners of war, are henceforth pro- 
hibited from making announcements, 
transmitting messages or otherwise mak- 
ing use of enemy wireless broadcasting 
facilities, the War Department announced 
this week. 

Such broadcasts are used by the enemy 
for propaganda purposes and have been 
found to be unreliable, inaccurate and 
cannot be relied upon by the relatives of a 
prisoner, Officers and enlisted men of the 
Army have been instructed to refuse all 
requests or attempts by the enemy to in- 
duce them to broadcast, in the event that 
they are taken prisoner.

Need Large Army 

Decrying the American attitude of 
“trying to win the war . in some easy 
manner and without too much trouble and 
sacrifice” as dangerous wishful thinking, 
Secretary of War Stimson, in a radio 
address 9 March, stated that it is im- 
possible to reduce the size of the army or 
interrupt its training “without the grav- 
est danger to our ultimate victory.” 

“It is not the purpose of our military 
leaders,” said the Secretary, “to create a 
huge defensive army, awaiting in the 
United States such unknown and uncer- 
tain opportunities for its use as may here- 
after occur, Their plans are much more 
wise than that. The Army is being raised 
on the fundamental and correct theory 
that we shall at once take the offensive 
and seize a number of priceless oppor- 
tunities which are already opening up for 
us to end the war as quickly as possible.” 

The Secretary stated that the Army 
plans, by the end of 1943, to have 8,200,000 
men under arms, of which 7,500,000 would 
be enlisted men, and 700,000 would be of- 
ficers. Also included in the Army by that 
time would be “upwards of 150,000” mem- 
bers of the Women’s Army Auxiliary 
Corps. The estimated size of all of the 
armed services, he said, had been deter 
mined at the same time. “All of these 
forces were balanced within themselves 
und against each other, and also in con- 
nection with the available manpower, the 
estimated capacity of production of 
equipment, and the estimated availability 
of shipping for their transportation. .... 
They have not been worked out in dis- 
regard of but in full reference to our pro- 
gram of shipbuilding and production of 
equipment.” 

The Secretary estimated the forces of 
the Germans and their’ allies as about 
14,000,000 in Europe, and stated that in 
Asia the Japanese have more than 3,000- 
000 men. Russia and Britain together 
have a much smaller number, he said. 
In such a comparison, “our numbers cer- 
tainly do not look relatively too large.” 

Pstimates of present Axis strength 
given by the War Secretary were: Ger- 
many, about 300 divisions, Italy, 80 divi- 
sions, Germany’s European satellites, 80 
divisions ; Japan about 86 divisions, mak- 
ing an aggregate of approximately 546 
divisions. The Secretary stated that it 
was planned to produce about 100 Ameri- 
can divisions of ground forces, with their 
auxiliary troops. 

Harlier in the week, Under Secretary 
of War Robert Patterson had stated that 
we entered the present war with 1,600,000 
men and advocated “the application in 
peacetime of a sound system of universal 
military training” in order to insure 
American safety. Mr. Patterson stated 
that our history is full of instances of 
military unpreparedness in wartime, and 
stated that permanent security “will call 
for the maintenance of a larger regular 
army than the less than 200,000 sup- 
ported in the 1930’s, for the appropriation 
of larger sums of money and for constant 
work by our scientists and inventors in 
cooperation with the army officers 
charged with development of new and im- 
proved weapons.” 


14th Air Force 


Formation of a new American air force 
in China, under the command of General 
Chennault, was announced 11 March by 
the Secretary of War. The new organiza- 
tion replaces the China Air Task Force, 
and has been designated as the 14th Air 
Force. It will operate from Chinese bases. 

The 10th Air Force, under General Bis- 
sell, will continue to operate from India. 
Both organizations are under General 
Stilwell, commander of all U. 8. troops 








in China, Burma and India. 

Formation of the new China Air Force, 
said the Secretary, “is an indication of 
our expanding air strength in that area 
and of our purpose to increase our as- 
sistance to China in her gallant struggle.” 





Control Travel of Dependents 
Permission for dependents of military 
personnel to travel from the United States 
to stations outside continental United 
States will be granted only under certain 


conditions, the War Department has 
stated. 
Only on two conditions will such de- 


pendents be permitted to leave the United 
States. One condition is that they be mem. 
bers of the Army Nurse Corps, WAACs, 
American Red Cross or USO. The second 
is that the theater or base commander 
specifically request the dependent for em- 
ployment in war work. 

The fact that a member of the Army 
Nurse Corps, Women’s Army Auxiliary 
Corps, American Red Cross, United Ser- 
vice Organizations, or a civilian is a blood 
relative of, or marries, a member of the 
armed forces in an oversea theater, base, 
or command will not be allowed to effect 
an advantage or disadvantage in the .s- 
sigument or duty of either person, nor 
will it be allowed to preclude the privi- 
leges normally allowed to such persons. 
Assignments of personnel under military 
control to duty overseas and authoriza- 
tion for others to proceed overseas will 
he made solely on the basis of military 
necessity and without regard to the per- 
sonal relationships involved. 





May Equip Large Army 

Characterizing as “absurd” the esti- 
mates which say that as many as 18 men 
must be producing in order to sustain 
each fighter, Col. A. Robert Ginsburgh, 
USA, of the Bureau of Public Relations, 
said this week that an average of two or 
two and a half workers was a more likely 
figure, and declared that it will be pos- 
sible to equip armed forces of 10,800,000 
men “without destroying our economy.” 

Speaking before the National Cotton 
Conference Forum, Colonel Ginsburgh 
predicted that U. S. forces overseas would 
reach 2,700,000 by the end of this year, 
and 4,750,000 by the end of 1944. 

“Our Air Forces will have three-quar- 
ters of a million men serving beyond the 
continental limits of the United States be- 
fore the year is over,” Colonel Ginsburgh 
said. He pointed out that the combined 
air forces of Great Britain, Russia and 
China equal the Axis air strength of 900 
squadrons, but declared “we are deter- 
mined to have 900 air squadrons in our 
Army alone by the end of 1943.” 





Report Heavy Casualties 

“Substantial” losses on both sides in 
the Tunisian campaign during the past 
month were reported 11 March by the 
Secretary of War. American troops suf- 
fered the heaviest casualties during the 
week from 14 to 20 Feb., and on the basis 
of incomplete reports, lost 59 killed, 176 
wounded, and 2 2,007 missing during this 
period, the Secretary said. British and 
French losses were described as “rela- 
tively light.” 

More than a thousand German 
Italian prisoners have been taken, 
well over a hundred enemy tanks 
tured or destroyed. “It is probable,” said 
the Secretary, “that most of those re- 
ported missing were taken prisoner by 
the enemy. There is a possibility that 
some of the missing may yet return to 
the American lines.”

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Personnel Must Pay Bills 

The War Department has reminded 
that failure to pay just debts or the mak- 
ing of checks which are not covered by 
sufficient funds are violations of Articles 
of War 95 and 96 and will constitute the 
basis of disciplinary action against those 
violating the articles. 

It was stated that an increasing num- 
ber of complaints are being made to the 
War Department about failure by service 
personnel to pay their bills and about re- 
ceipt of worthless checks from service- 
men. 





U.S. Awards to Mexican Officers 


Award of the Legion of Merit in the 
Degree of Commander to Brigadier Gen- 
eral Tomas Sanchez Hernandez, Chief of 
Staff of the Mexican War Department 
and former military attache at the Mexi- 
can Embassy in Washington, and post- 
humous award of the decoration in the 
Degree of Officer to Colonel Hugo Molins 
of the Uruguayan Army, was announced 
this week by the War Department.

Women’s Reserve Marriages 


Women Reservists in the Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard are now permitted 
to marry men in their own branches of 
the service. All weddings, however, 
whether to military personnel or civilians, 
must await the completion of the Women 
Reservists’ indoctrination and training 
courses. 

The new regulations supersede the 
former ruling that Women Reservists 
must resign upon marrying men in their 
own branch of the service. 

The marriage regulations still stipu- 
late, however, that women already mar- 
ried to Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard personnel may not enter the same 
service as their husbands. 


Naval Academy Band-Leader 


8. 837, introduced by Senator Tydings, 
provides that the leader of the Naval 
Academy Band shall have the rank, pay, 
and allowances of a lieutenant in the 
United States Navy. The bill provides 
that all of the service of the band-leader 
shall count in computing his pay and 
allowances. 


Admiral With OWI 


The Office of War Information has an- 
nounced that Rear Adm. Richard P. Mc- 
Cullough has been appointed “security 
officer.” He will be in charge of security 
and classified information for the O. W. I. 
and assist in developing security pro- 
grams for other government agencies. 











Open Navy Stores to Civilians 


By 8S. 853, introduced by Senator 
Walsh, and reported this week by the 
Senate Naval Committee, civilian officers 
and employees of the United States will 
be allowed for the duration of the war 
to purchase from ships stores “where pur- 
chase from private agencies is found im- 
practicable.” 

At present there would be three places 
where the bill would be effective—one 
each in New York, Idaho, and Maryland. 
Civilians in the particular towns involved 





have been appealed to to set up stores but 
have been unwilling to do so because of 
the supposed temporary nature of the 
Naval posts. 

The practice of selling from ships 
stores to civilian officers and employees 
of the United States may have to be car- 
ried out elsewhere, the Navy Department 
has stated, but it will not be done where 
there will be competition with civilian 
mercantile establishments.

or the Senate should amend the measure so as to exclude personnel of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard from its provisions. The incongruity of the 
government paying its defenders salaries with one hand and taking them back with 
the other would be humorous if it were not damaging to morale. The pay tables of 
the Armed Forces are modest, and in many cases niggardly. Officers are put to many 
expenses which they would not have in civil life. This likewise is true of the enlisted 
personnel. In most cases they have the additional responsibility of providing for 
separate homes for their families; and on all know the inadequacy of the govern- 
ment allowances for them. In truth, military and naval personnel need all of their 
pay to maintain properly their status. In fact the many studies made by Congress 
and interdepartmental boards have emphasized the inadequacy of Service pay and 
its low level, as compared with pay in business and industry. This, original low level 
of income is now further aggravated by the vastly increased cost of living, which 
is responsible for increases in salaries Congress is granting to civilian employees of 
the government. It is manifestly unfair, and unwise, to place upon our fighting men, 
many of them thousands of miles from home in strange places, the additional worry 
of finances, and in connection therewith the problem of meeting taxes. The present 
five per cent Victory tax is not deducted from a soldier’s or sailor’s pay, but he must 
pay the full amount when his 1943 taxes become due in March of 1944. It is likely 
the same procedure would apply if the twenty per cent withholding tax should be 
enacted without some saving provision. We urge Congress to take these facts into 
consideration aud exempt Service personnel from the payment of all taxes. The peo- 
ple certainly expect them to be freed from financial worry while they are preparing 
to take their place, on the battle line. 


I* its consideration of the proposed twenty per cent withholding tax, the House 


N the Navy’s newest type, the destroyer escort, the Bureau of Ships has solved with 

skill and American ingenuity the problem of devising a vessel especially for con- 
voy work combining the maximum of effectiveness with the minimum use of stra- 
tegic materials. Details of the new ship are carefully guarded secrets, but it is known 
they are of about 1,300 tons displacement, 300 feet long and 35 foot beam, that they 
carry guns for use against both surface and air attack and depth bombs for sub- 
marines, and are equipped with sounding gear and subaquous listening devices of 
the latest types. Because of the necessity of employing our production of high speed 
turbines for other fighting ships of the fleet, and using our output of reciprocal en- 
gines for cargo vessels, it was decided to power most of the new destroyer escorts 
with diesel engines, which will provide ample speed for convoy and antisubmarine 
work. While somewhat smaller and not so fast as our current destroyer types the 
new DB still is as large as the destroyers we employed on similar duties during 
the World War. But they are quite a bit larger, and considerably more seaworthy 
for long voyages, than the corvettes used by Great Britain. For example, the British 
“Kingfisher” class of corvettes with a length of 240 feet displace only 530 tons, while 
others, such as the “Flower” class are only 193 feet long. Especially noteworthy is 
that the new DEs are being built in four months as against nine months for a con- 
ventional destroyer, even at our present excellerated pace. Furthermore, every DE 
launched will release a heavier, faster destroyer for duty with the Fleet, or with 
a task force to hit the enemy in offensive action. Protection of supply lines to our 
troops and bases all over the globe and to other members of the United Nations con- 
stitute a major problem of the war. Toward its solution, Rear Adm. E. L. Cochrane, 
USN, his assistants in the Bureau of Ships, the Navy Yards, and the commercial 
shipbuilding plants, have made a real contribution in the destroyer escort.

New Guinea—Finschhafen: Our heavy units 
bombed the airdrome and strafed and sunk 
lifeboats off shore endeavoring to make land.

Huon Gulf: Intensive and wide-spread 
searches by our reconnaissence aircraft early 
yesterday morning failed to reveal any re- 
maining trace of the enemy convoy in the en- 
tire area beyond the floating wreckage and 
occasionally lifeboats and barges containing 
troops.

Island: Nine enemy medium bombers, es- 
corted by fifteen fighters, raided the Vivi- 
gani area during the afternoon, causing nel- 
ther damage nor casualties. 

9 Mar. 

Northwestern Sector: Dutch New Guinea: 
Kaukenau: One of our heavy units bombed 
the villages of Kaukenau and Nime. 

Babo: One of our heavy reconnaissance 
planes attacked an enemy cargo ship in the 
harbor, evading two Zero fighters which at- 
tempted interception. 

Teninmber Islands: Saumlaki: One of 
our heevy units bombed the town, 

Timor: Fuiloro: Our long-range fighters 
attacked the airdrome shortly after dawn, 
destroying enemy aircraft on the ground and 
strafing enemy personnel, Near-by enemy- 
occupied villages were machine-gunned.

First Army: Leading elements of the Al- 
lied forces yesterday pressed on to the south 
and southeast of Sbeitla. 

In the central sector there was little activ- 
ity. 
In Northern Tunisia Allied ‘forces con- 
tinued their pressure on the enemy in the 
areas north of Beja and east of Sedjenane, 
where our heavy artillery inflicted consider- 
able damage on enemy positions. 

Kighth Army: There is nothing to report 
apart from patrol activity. 

Air: Our aircraft were active throughout 
the day in the northern sector. Bombers, 
fighter-bombers and fighters made many at- 
tacks on enemy ground targets. The ports of 
Tunis and La Goulette were bombed, many 
hits being seen in the target areas.

Enemy infantry advancing east in the 
Mareth area were successfully engaged and 
repulsed by our light armored forces, The 
enemy has reinforced his infantry with tanks 
in this area. 

On the night of 2-3 March targets at Tu- 
nis and objectives near Mareth were bombed, 

Yesterday our bombers attacked airfields 
at Tunis and made raids on enemy landing 


* grounds in the Gabes area. 


Hits were seen on all the targets attacked, 
particularly among aircraft on the ground, 

In the northern sector our medium bomb- 
ers attacked enemy ground targets. Our 
fighters were active throughout the day in 
this area and destroyed a number of enemy 
vehicles. 

In the southern sector fighters and fighter- 
bombers were active, attacking road trans- 
port and other targets. 

Three enemy aircraft were destroyed in

From all these operations three of our air- 
craft are missing.

Heavy fighting continued yesterday in the

Reconnaissance patrols were also operat- 
ing farther east. 

On the Eighth Army front enemy activity 
was intensified in all of the Mareth position, 
where our patrols were very active. 

Attacks on enemy transports both on land 
and on sea were continued yesterday, and 
during the previous night attacks by our 
bombers on enemy convoys between Sicily 
and Tunisia resulted in four ships being 
sunk and others damaged. 

Enemy land transport in Southern Tu- 
nisia was bombed during the night of 3-4 
March. Yesterday heavy bombers and fight- 
ers attacked enemy vehicles both in 
the southern and northern sectors and me- 
dium bombers made attacks on Djedeida. 

In the northern sector a patrol of Allied 
fighters intercepted a formation of JU-87s8 
escorted by ME-109s, forced the enemy 
bombers to jettison their bombs and shot 
down two of them, 

In the southern sector two enemy fighters 
were destroyed and an enemy bomber was 
shot down on the Algerian coast. 

From all these operations two of our air- 
craft are missing. 


6 Mar. 

Allied armored elements yesterday ad- 
vanced further eastward and entered Pichon, 
twenty miles west of Kairouan. 

In Northern Tunisia enemy activity was 
on a reduced scale, but our vigorous patrol 
activity continued on all sectors and small 
local gains were made. Thirty enemy tanks 
have been destroyed since the enemy started 
his attacks in the north. Many others have 
been damaged. 

In the south on the Eighth Army front, 
patrol activity continued and enemy work- 
ing parties were engaged successfully by 
our artillery. French patrols continued their 
activities in the area of the Chott Djerid 
salt lake.

In the northern sector of the Tunisian front 
in the sector held by the British First Army 
the large-scale enemy offensive has dimin- 
ished in intensity and we have regained the 
initiative. 

Our patrols were again intensely active, 
taking over one hundred enemy prisoners 
and generally consolidating our recent gains 
in all sectors. 

In the southern sector the enemy yesterday 
launched two violent attacks supported by 
large infantry and tank forces against the 
Eighth Army. Both attacks were decisively 
held. 

We inflicted heavy losses on the enemy in 
men and tanks and every attempt to infil- 
trate our lines failed. 

Our losses were negligible. 

In spite of bad weather on the northern 
front our fighters particularly were active 
throughout the day and fighter bombers at- 
tacked enemy vehicles with success. 

In the Eighth Army area fighter bombers 
made attacks on enemy columns and on con- 
centrations of tanks and motor transport. 

Our fighters destroyed one enemy fighter.

In Northern Tunisia our aggressive patro) 
activity continued and several local gains 
were made. 

In the central sector our patrol activity 
continued. 

In Southern Tunisia the enemy’s attacks 
against the Eighth Army’s position have 
failed. Yesterday afternoon enemy forces, in- 
cluding infantry and tanks, were forced to 
withdraw toward the hills to the north and 
northwest of Medenine. It is now confirmed 
that thirty-three enemy tanks were complete- 
ly destroyed without the loss of a single 
British tank during the fighting on the sixth 
of March. 

Air; Attacks on enemy sea communications 
were resumed by our bombers yesterday and 
an. enemy convoy heavily escorted by war- 
ships and aircraft was attacked from a low 
level by B-25 bombers escorted by P-38s be 
tween Sicily and Tunisia. 

One ship was sunk, another was left sink 
ing and three more were set on fire. Five 
of the escorting enemy aircraft were shot 


down. Three and one-half hours later heavy 
bombers attacked the same convoy, which 
was seen circling a burning vessel. Three 


more ships were hit. One blew up and sank 
immediately and the other two were left on 
fire. One enemy fighter was destroyed. 

Other heavy bombers attacked the port of 
Sousse, where hits were observed on a large 
ship, on quays and warehouses and on the 
railway yards. 

The weather was unfavorable over the 
northern area, where our fighters carried out 
offensive patrols without sighting any enemy 
aircraft, 

In the southern area attacks were made 
on retreating enemy forces. Constant patrols 
were maintained by our fighters, in the course 
of which nine enemy aircraft were destroyed. 
Additional reports showed another enemy air- 
eraft (JU-87) was destroyed in this area on 
6 Mar. From all these operations none of our 
aircraft is missing. 


9 Mar. 


In Northern Tunisia yesterday the enemy 
made an attack near Tamera, seven miles 
west of Sedjenane. The attack was success- 
fully repelled by Allied forces and after 
heavy fighting the enemy withdrew. Nearly 
200 prisoners were taken. 

In other sectors of the First Army front 
there was little enemy activity, Our patrols 
were still active. 

French forces occupied Tozeur, a town on 
the northwestern shore of the Chott Djerid 
salt lake. 

In Southern Tunisia the enemy’s withdraw- 
al into the high ground near Hallouf con- 
tinued. Apart from our offensive patrol ac- 
tivity, there is little to report from the EBighth 
Army. 

The total of enemy tanks definitely in our 
hands following the battle of 6 Mar. is now 
fifty. This high number is made up of three 
Mark IIs, two Mark IIIs, eight new-type 
Mark IIIs with 75-mm. guns, nineteen Mark 
III specials and eighteen Mark IV specials. 

Air: Fighter-bombers made attacks on 
buildings occupied by the enemy in the Sed- 
jenane area and fighters on offensive sweeps 
destroyed a number of enemy vehicles. One 
enemy fighter was destroyed. 

HKighth Army Front: Fighter-bombers and 
fighters of the Western Desert Air Forces 
continued their attacks on retreating enemy 
tanks and motor transport, inflicting consid- 
erable damage. One enemy fighter was de- 
stroyed during these attacks. 

Bombers and fighters on a sea sweep en- 
countered a large formation of enemy aircraft 
and shot down seventeen of them.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—In “United States At War,” published by the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL, there is an article by Admiral Standley, USN-Ret., who is serving as Ambas- 
sador to Russia. In that article, Admiral Standley expressed a deep feeling of ad- 
miration for the great Russian people, his conviction that they would fight until every 
foot of Soviet soil is cleansed of the Hitler invaders and Europe freed from the threat 
of Nazi aggression, and his confidence that the Anglo-Soviet agreement and the 
Seviet-American Agreement of last June are firm foundations for collaboration by 
the United Nations in the fullest sense of the word in the prosecution of the war 
and in the settlements and conditions when peace shall come. 

In view of the above, it follows the complaint attributed to the Admiral that 
there had not been adequate publicity in Russia to the extent of the assistance we have 
given to the Soviet Government, by no means arises from any lack of understanding on 
his part of the invaluable service which that Ally is rendering to the cause of the 
United Nations. Moreover, there is no more cautious representative in the Diplomatic 
Corps than he. It is to be assumed, therefore, that in making the remarks that were 
quoted, he was motivated not by any purpose to create friction with the Government 
to which he is accredited, but rather to clear the atmosphere, and bring about the even 
closer understanding, which is his goal. He knew, as our State Department did, that 
not only had Mr. Stalin referred to the Lend-Lease aid which has been furnished, but 
that Prevda and other Russian newspapers have reported it; and the fact that im- 
mediately after the publication of his complaint there was broadcast throughout 
Russia by radio and press the Lend-Lease report of the Director of this activity, Mr. 
Stettinius, would seem to justify it. It must not be forgotten that the Russian people 
are concerned over the failure of the United States and Great Britain to establish a 
second front in Europe. Dispatches from Moscow and Berne point out that the suc- 
cess of the latest German offensive was due to heavy reenforcements brought from 
France and other occupied countries, reenforcements that would not have been possible 
had the invasions promised by the President been inaugurated. Pending those inva- 
sions, it was necessary to show in a dramatic manner that the United States was 
providing substantial aid for our Ally, and the obvious step to take was for the Am- 
bassador to stress the importance of wide publicity of what we have done. Entering 
into his action doubtless were other considerations. They included an answer to 
American critics who have quoted Stalin’s statement in his latest Order of the 
Day to the Red Army, that that “Army alone is bearing the whole weight of the 
war,” to support their argument that as a matter of fact we are giving no assistance 
of any value to Russia. It also was desirable to make the Russian people realize that 
while the second front is still in prospect we have shipped them $1.5 billions of sup- 
plies under Lend-Lease, and that the American people are making huge contributions 
through the Red Cross and Russian War Relief. Further, we are urging acceptance 
by Moscow of the suggestion of a United Nations Conference intended to bring about 
closer collaboration in the settlement of economic, financial and other questions of 
war and post-war concern. Acting Secretary of State Welles denied knowledge of 
what the Ambassador had said, and announced he had called upon him for the text 
of his remarks. While the Admiral was praised and criticized by members of Con- 
gress, the fact remains they were impressed with the extent of the aid we have fur- 
nished Russia. Possibly desire to make this impression also was responsible for the 
complaint the Ambassador uttered. 

It could have been no coincidence that the Admiral gave the interview at the mo- 
ment of House consideration of the bill extending the Lend-Lease Law, which subse- 
quently was passed and signed by the President, and that simultaneously Vice President 
Wallace was saying that unless the United States and Russia reached a “satisfactory 
understanding,” World War 8 would be inevitable. Among other statements the latter 
made that unquestionably have had a good reaction in Moscow, were that such a war 
would be certain if Prussia were allowed to rearm, something Stalin will not permit; 
that it would occur if we double-crossed Russia, another assurance that we will exe- 
cute our promises to establish a second front in Europe; and that it was bound to 
result if Fascist interests, motivated largely by anti-Russian bias, should get 
control of our Government, which speaks for itself. So on the one hand we have 
Admiral Standley suggesting criticism, and on the other the Vice President de- 
scribing the high importance we attach to Russian friendship. As the latter 
is in our interest, it is apparent Stalin will easily satisfy the former, as he already 
has done by the broadcast and publication of the Stettinius report, and there re- 
mains to be settled the questions of Russia’s territorial designs, which concern 
the Poles, and other conquered States, and her food and financial needs. 

There were other coincidental developments which reveal the manner in which 
we are dovetailing our international moves. As soon as General Giraud announced 
that his Government no longer would recognize Vichy decrees in North Africa, particu- 
larly that applicable to the Jewish people, our State Department allowed it to be 
made known that we are permitting no more food to reach Martinique and other 
french Caribbean Sea possessions. The effect of Giraud’s order is to strengthen his 








Government with the American people, although it was criticized by the Free French.. 


In practically blockading Martinique, we are moving to force Admiral Robert, the 
Governor General, to cooperate with the United Nations. That official has kept aloof 
from either the Giraud or Free French movements, and, therefore, is observing his 
former connection with Vichy. The form of cooperation we expect from Admiral 
Robert is the delivery to us of the French warships—1 airship, 2 cruisers and several 
tankers, which have been disarmed, and French merchantmen. The blockade was 
instituted in order to bring Robert to terms, and a starving population probably will 
quickly compel this result. To satisfy Pan-American sentiment and answer Axis 
propaganda, Under Secretary Welles has stated in connection with our air and naval 
base program that we have no intention of maintaining military bases in Pan-America, 
and bases acquired in the Pacific will be solely for the purpose of assuring peace in 
that ocean and not to transform it into an “American lake.” 

The losses the Japanese have suffered, particularly in the Solomons and New 
Guinea areas, have lessened their spirit of cockiness, and caused them to see substance 
in the spectre of defeat. Premier Tojo told the Japanese Diet, according to a broad- 
cast directed upon America, that 19438 is the year in which the war must be decided, 
und according to the home version, that this year is a very important one in view of 
the world situation. Whatever Tojo says is making no impression in the United States. 
We know that Japan continues strong, but we also have confidence in our arms. To 
quote Premier Ourtin, of Australia, General MacArthur won the battle in the Bis- 
marck Sea not by overwhelming strength which he does not possess, but by “brilliant 





concentration of the available forces rather than by any numerical margin in air 
power.” There is general acclaim in America for this further demonstration of the 
skill of General MacArthur and the Air commander, Lt. General Kenney, and the 
officers and men who executed their well laid plans. 


Army Air Forces—Having as its objectives the speeding up of training of air crew 
otticers for the Army Air Forces, and the lowering of the percentage of failures during 
flying training, the Army Air Forces’ new program of pre-aviation cadet training for 
candidates accepted for training as bombardiers, navigators and pilots went into 
effect this week. 

To be included in the pre-aviation training will be a 5-months’ course at a college 
selected by the War Department in courses such as modern history, English, geog- 
raphy, mathematics through trigonometry, and physics, and drill, military discipline, 
customs of the service, and physical education. Academic subjects will be taught by 
members of the college faculties, while military subjects and physical education will 
be under the supervision of Army Air Forces personnel. In addition, ten hours of dual 
flight training is planned under the auspices of the Civil Aeronautics Administration 
war training service. 

Prior to the college training, candidates will receive their basic training at an 
Army Air Forces Technical Training Command Basic Training Center. Eligible for 
inclusion in the program are the present backlog of Air Corps Enlisted Reserves (air 
crew) ; qualified 17-year-olds, to be called to active duty on reaching 18 years ; qualified 
Army enlisted men; and civilians of ages 18-26, qualified by the AAF for such train- 
ing, who may volunteer for induction under the program. 

Reduction of enemy shipping by one-third in the North African theater has been 
possible because of the excellent degree of accuracy of precision bombing from high 
altitudes by the U. 8. Army Air Force, according to Lt. Col. Paul W. Tibbets, Jr., AAF 
Bombardment Group pilot recently returned to this country. Colonel Tibbets, whose 
bombardment group executed successful missions from England as well as in North 
Africa, with a total of 72 confirmations of enemy fighter aircraft destroyed, was the 
leader of the attack on the Abbeville airdrome and radio station which partially ac 
counted for Allied air success in the Dieppe raid last year. The flight leader disclosed 
that his group has flown B-17 F lying Fortresses at altitudes of more than 20,000 feet 
over enemy targets in the Tunisian sector with exceptionally “satisfactory results.” 

A new Weather Cadet Training Program which, by mid-1945, should graduate 
more than 10,000 meteorologists to meet the Army Air Forces’ forecasting needs, has 
just been announced by the War Department. Operating in 27 universities and col- 
leges, and in the Technical Training Command’s School in Grand Rapids, Mich., the 
program contemplates classes for advanced, intermediate and basic students. Basic 
studies will continue for one year, with a week’s furlough each three months. After 
graduation, students move into professional meteorological colleges for an additional 
eight months’ schooling, being commissioned upon graduation. Selection of cadets for 
the intermediate and basic courses, which have just been added under the new pro- 
gram, will be from volunteer inductees. To go into the intermediate course will be 
those who were college sophomores or freshmen, with good mathematics and physics 
background. Inductees with high school or college freshmen education are chosen 
for the basic course. 

Spokane Army Air Depot of the Air Service Command, AAF has enlisted the 
blind in America’s war against the Axis. In cooperation with the Eastern Wash- 
ington Association for the blind, 16 persons whose sight ranged from ten per cent 
to total blindness were put to work in a half dozen diversified capacities along with 
sighted workers. Three of these girls are now busy at the job of checking for flaws, 
sorting and counting bolts, screws, metal washers and similar articles in the hard- 
ware warehouse, They have attained a speed of counting, sorting and checking 30,000 
items a day without error. Their sensitive touch has proved more accurate in detecting 
flaws in materials than the eyes of their sighted fellow workers. In small-tool ware- 
house, five blind workers speeded up tremendously the output of aircraft armorers’ 
tool kits. Six men sent to the wood working shops proved adaptable beyond official 
expectation in sanding departments, assembling and tool grinding. One girl with 
the aid of a Braille typewriter has become telephone receptionist in depot supply. So 
excellent have been the results that Col. Frank M. Kennedy, Assistant to the Com- 
manding General in Charge of Control Area, has given the order to use the blind in 
every job possible. 

A picture of the manufacturing processes behind production of completed bombers 
was made this week in a report by E. F. Fisher, general manager of the Fisher Body 
Division of General Motors. In a review of the activities of the Detroit Aircraft Unit, 
which is a fabricating and sub-assembly plant for Fisher Body’s main aircraft plant, 
he said some 5,000 detail parts are manufactured for each medium bomber. 

As an example he cited one of the smallest parts, a clip which may be only % inch 
by % inch in size. But between 400 and 500 of these clips are needed in each plane 
They are so light that there may be 300 of them to a pound, but it takes at least three 
individual operations to make each one—and each has to be accurate to a elose 
tolerance. 

Thirteen different kinds of oil and heat ducts are made at this plant alone. A 
completed plane needs some 26 feet of such ducts, and each has to be cut from raw 
stock, stamped out to shape, formed, flanged, heat-treated, straightened, spot welded, 
riveted and covered. 

In the main upper pedestal assembly there are about 103 parts. So delicate is this 
assembly that the parts are not made on an interchangeable basis; instead, because 
of the watch-like nature of the assembly, the parts are hand-fitted for each one. Nearly 
50 different kinds of fairing strips are manufactured at the plent per plane. These are 
strips which brace the joints in the plane, and they vary in length from 6 inches to 
7 feet. Each strip, regardless of its size, has to be cut, formed, shaped, drilled, counter 
sunk, burred, and finally checked, Countless ribs go into every plane, and each has to 
be cut to size, stamped, pressed, drilled, flanged, burred, and heat-treated. A total of 
407 such parts are made at this plant for the wing alone. Vital but hidden parts of a 
plane are the tee bolting angles to which the remainder of the airframe is built— 
serving like the girders of a building. There are about 12 of these to each bomber of 
the medium type, and they range in length from three feet to six feet. In addition to 
being cut, rolled, straightened, and shaped, in each tee belting angle there must be 
drilled from 65 to 75 holes. The holes must be exact to the minutest fraction of an 
inch, for a variance here means that all other parts of the ship will be out of balance. 

Even more complicated are other sub-assemblies which the plant makes such a8 
bomb racks, camera supports, flying hoods, strut assemblies, bomb sight mounts, escape 
hatches, bomb hoists, torpedo stow cases, engine baffles, gun ports, bombardier and 
pilot enclosures, ete. More than 3,000 parts and small sub-assemblies are shipped daily 
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to the main aircraft plant for incorporation in major sections, while almost as many 
are delivered direct to the final assembly plant. 


Army Ground Forces— THADQUARTERS AGF—When WAAO officers and auxil- 
iaries are assigned to Army Ground Force camps, they will replace male officers and 
enlisted men of similar grade on a one-for-one basis under the provisions of a direc- 
tive issued by Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, commanding general, this week. 

Replacement of soldiers is the purpose behind organization of the WAAC, General 
MeNair pointed out in calling for an immediate reduction in the number of men at 
stations to which the corps is assigned. The male strength of any Ground Force in- 
stallation to which a WAAC unit is assigned will be automatically reduced in numbers 
and grades equal to the strength of the women’s unit. 

Officers and enlisted men of Headquarters donated more than 250 pints of blood 
to the American Red Cross blood bank during a two day period last week. A mobile 
blood unit of the Red Cross was present at Headquarters and provided facilities for 
donors. 

Promotion of four officers from Major to Lieutenant Colonel was announced by 
General McNair this week. Those promoted were Marvin J. Coyle, James P. Hart, jr., 
Rodney C. Gott and Arthur L. Sanford, jr. First Lieutenant Joseph S. Claypool was 
promoted to the rank of Captain and Second Lieutenant Christy M. Nicely to the 
rank of First Lieutenant. 

ARMORED FORCE—Col. Robert G. Howie, executive officer of the Armored 
Force School, and originator of the “peep,” has been assigned to the Armored Force 
Board as liaison officer at the Aberdeen Proving Grounds. Col. Howie was with the 
echool since its activation 7 Aug. 1940. 

The Seventh Armored Division recently marked its first birthday at Camp Polk, 
La., where it was activated 1 March 1942. Maj. Gen. Lindsay McD. Silvester is the 
commanding general. 

Maj. Gen. Lunsford E. Oliver, former Armored Force Engineer and more recently 
commander of a combat command in North Africa, described his experiences during 
the taking of Oran in a talk before Armored Force officers last week. 

Brig. Gen. Henry Newton, commanding officer of “Newton’s College,” has been 
transferred to the 12th Armored Division at Camp Campbell, Ky. 

THIRD ARMY—Arrival of Lt. Gen. Courtney Hodges, newly designated com- 
manding general of the Third Army, on the first official visit to the maneuvering troops 
of his command and the inspection by Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair of field training 
activities marked maneuvers somewhere in Louisiana this week. General Hodges was 
named to succeed Lt. Gen. Walter Krueger as Third Army commander. 

Red forces under Maj. Gen. Henry Terrell and Blue units led by Maj. Gen. R. B. 
Woodruff fought along the entire maneuver front this week to the tune of pounding 
aerial bombardment and slashing armored charges by “General Sherman” tanks. 

General Woodruff sent his Blue bombers racing against forward artillery posi- 
tions and vital rear installations of the Red force in an aerial offensive that con- 
tinued’ without slackening the pace set just prior to a brief armistice. General Sher- 
man tanks, which played so great a part in the campaign at El Alamein against Rom- 
mel, were sent against the Reds in a smash at one part of their line and succeeded in 
capturing a company of Infantry. 

Maj. Gen. Dan I. Sultan, maneuver director, instructed commanders of maneuver- 
ing units this week to note the condition of the feet of their men and to know the 
cause for every blister and bunion. He urged attention to feet as a means of eliminat- 
ing stragglers. He also advised unit commanders to make sure that the packs of all 
soldiers were properly rolled. 

General Sultan said this week that he was encouraged by the improvement of air- 
ground coordination and by a marked increase in the efficiency of antiaircraft 
operations. 


Signal Corps—Fort Monmouth, N. J., site of the Eastern Signal Corps Training 
Center, is now operating under the provisions set forth in the recently revised Services 
of Supply Organization Manual. The new Post Headquarters has been organized into 
eight divisions and two separate branches. Col. James B. Haskell continues as Com- 
manding Officer of the Post. Lt. Col. Donald MacLean is Executive Officer. 

Directors of the various divisions and the two branches are as follows: Lt, Col. 
Frank A. Willard, Administrative Division; Col. John R. MeKnight, Surgeon Divi- 
sion; Maj.

In the Personnel Division, 1st Lt. Louis G. Tauser is Chief of the Military Branch, 
and ist Lt. Samuel W. Jensen, Chief of the Civilian Branch. Administrative As- 
sistant to the Director of the Personnel Division is 2nd Lt. Bruce W. Quisinberry. 

Capt. Marshall G. Rothen, formerly War Bond Officer, has been designated as 
Director of Army Orientation and Education, it was also recently announced. A re- 
vised and greatly enlarged Army Orientation program will soon be put into operation 
at Fort Monmouth, Camp Edison, and Camp Wood. 

Appointment of Col. Louis Cansler as Chief of the Military Training Branch, 
Office of the Chief Signal Officer, has been announced. Colonel Cansler, who previously 
was Signal Officer for the Puerto Rican Department and of the Puerto Rican Sector 
of the Caribbean Defense Command, succeeds Col. James 8S. Willis, whc has been 
assigned to the Signal Troops Division. 

Also announced was the appointment of Col. Ira H. Treest as director of the 
Army Communications Division of the Office of the Chief Signal Officer. Colonel 
Treest, formerly Signal Officer of the Western Defense Command and Fourth Army, 
succeeds Brig. Gen. Frank E. Stoner, who has been appointed Chief of the Signal 
Operating Services of the Office of the Chief Signal Officer. 

One of our Good Neighbors to the south—Ecuador—finds itself in the same po- 
sition as a man with an automobile but no gasoline, as far as certain radio sets are 
concerned, The Ecuadorean Government, some time before breaking relations with 
the Axis, purchased a number of Italian-made radio sets for military use. These 
sets, of course, were designed to operate on Italian-made batteries. Now, Mussolini’s 


Ecuador wanted to buy them—which it certainly doesn’t! Therefore, the Special 
Projects Section of Research and Development Division, Office of the Chief Signal 
Officer, is working in cooperation with the International Aid Branch to determine the 
closest Signal Corps equivalents for these batteries, so that they may be furnished 
to Ecuador under the provisions of Lend-Lease. 

A most important agency in the war is the Army-Navy Electronics Production 
Agency, a joint organization of Army and Navy officers and civilian specialists with 
long experience as engineers, radio technicians, and industrialists. Its job is to keep 
production lines moving, remedy bottlenecks on materials and parts; in fact, to do 
anything and everything that is necessary to get the job completed on schedule. 

ANEPA is charged with the responsibility of assisting contractors in all manu- 
facturing phases of radio and related equipment being purchased by the War and 
Navy Departments. This embraces air-borne, ship-borne, ground and vehicular equip- 
ment. A recent report by WPB Chairman Donald M. Nelson stated that the produc- 
tion of radio equipment throughout the electronics industry had continued to increase 
and that the industry had shown a record percentage of gain over all previous months, 
and that the record had been greatly implemented by the efficient activities of Army 
and Navy. 

ANEPA is headed by a civilian Director and two Associate Directors, one repre- 
senting Army, the other Navy. The Director is further assisted by two Deputy Di- 
rectors likewise representing Army and Navy. Heading the Agency operating staff 
is a civilian Chief Production Engineer assisted by a civilian Assistant Chief Pro- 
duction Engineer. The headquarters are in the Pentagon Building, Washington, D. O, 

The Production Expediting Branch is divided into three major groups, headed 
by Division Managers, one for the East and one for the West, and a Special Division 
Manager, at headquarters. Kastern and Western Division Region Offices are located 
in Los Angeles, Chicago, Dayton, New York City, Philadelphia, and Boston. The 
Special Division Manager is responsible for overseeing Army and Navy contracts 
handled by several major communications manufacturers. Region Resident offices 
are located at the main plants of the manufacturers, 


Army Chaplains Corps—Church attendance in the Army during November, 1942, 
totalled 5,040,265, with reports from 183 outlying garrisons not yet received at the 
Office of the Chief of Chaplains. During the month, 77,766 services were held, and 
sacraments were administered on 51,713 occasions to 522,812 persons. Chaplains 
officiated at 3,613 marriages and baptized 858 infants. Hospital and guardhouse visits 
numbered 49,854. There were 171,056 Testaments and Bibles distributed, Chaplains 
heard 2,365 professions of religion, including adult baptism. On military reservations, 
4,190,214 persons consulted Army Chaplains on matters of pastoral nature. Off the 
post, Chaplains took part in civil community activities on 16,284 occasions, in which 
1,320,511 persons participated. 


Lessons From North Africa—When the time comes for the thousands of Armored 
Force soldiers now in training to take their places in the fox holes of the North 
African theatre of operations they will know what to expect long before they reach 
the battlefields. Observations made by both officers and enlisted men during the 
past year today are responsible for Armoraiders being highly-educated in desert fight- 
ing. High ranking officers of the Armored Force and enlisted men who have been de- 
tailed as observers, upon their return, have started to work immediately telling other 
Armoraiders what they saw. 

Last month, Lt. Gen. Jacob L. Devers, Chief of Armored Force, returned from a 
six-week airplane trip to England and Africa and pointed out that Armored Force 
troops “were the finest soldiers I saw in Africa.” He also said, “Their training is re- 
vealing itself in unmatched fighting ability.” Accompanying General Devers on his ait 
journey were two other Armored Force generals, Maj. Gen, Edward H. Brooks, com- 
manding general of the 11th Armored Division, and Brig. Gen, Williston B. l’almer, 
Armored Force Artillery Officer. Both General Brooks and General Palmer expressed 
great satisfaction with the fighting being done by Armoraiders and, like General 
Devers, lost no time in telling other Armoraider officers and enlisted men what they 
saw. 

Another Armored Force general who was with the American Forces which landed 
in North Africa last November and now is back in the States telling of the invasion 
is Maj. Gen. Lunsford E. Oliver, former Armored Force Engineer and a leader of a 
Combat Command during the African landing. General Oliver, although now a divi- 
sion commander, is pointing out the difficulties encountered in the North African 
landing operations and devising means for eliminating those difficulties. 

The present commanding general of the Armored Force Replacement Training 
Center at Ft. Knox, Ky., where more than 80 per cent of all Armoraiders get their 
basic training, was the first Armored Force observer to Africa. He is Maj. Gen, Charles 
L. Scott. General Scott was in Libya when Rommel was at his peak. He saw the ace 
of all Nazi leaders pull trick after trick out of the bag. Today all of the information 
he gained from that experience is being passed on to his men in the Training Center. 

Long before the November invasion of North Africa, sixteen enlisted men who had 
been in Egypt and fought side by side with the British against Rommel and his men 
returned to the United States and were assigned to Armored Divisions all over the 
Nation to tell of their experiences. The sixteen Armoraiders had been sent as ob- 
servers and also to fight alongside the British soldiers so that Armoraiders due to 
come later might be better acquainted with their allies. 


Plastic Dishes in Navy—There will be no more havoc played in the mess and galleys 
of U. S. naval vessels and patrol bombers; not with dishes, anyway. Now in use on 
naval vessels smaller than destroyers, and on patrol bombers, is plastic tableware, pro- 
duced under rigid Navy specifications, and resistant to boiling water, staining, water 
absorption and cracking. Need for the tableware was apparent because the firing 
of a gun or passing through rough waters on a smaller type vessel caused it to lurch 
violently, with resultant damage to crockery. The new type tableware weighs 80 per 
cent less than crockery. 

On patrol bombers, meals formerly were served on paper dishes, which required 
a relatively large storage space. The new plastics save about three-quarters of the 
weight and space required by the paper variety. 

The new tableware is cream colored. It features a unique non-slip and non-drip 
device in coffee cups, by which the cup is so securely anchored that it remains firm 
even when tipped to a 30 degree angle. The streamline plates have a narrow flange, 
while soup plates have an extra wide edge, intended to help guard against spilling. 
Sturdy plastic mess trays, made of the same “alpha-cellulose filled melamine 





maritime worries being what they are, Italy cannot deliver the batteries, even if 


formaldehyde” dishes, are used for enlisted men on the large boats. Plastic drinking 
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mugs and deep soup bowls are furnished to the seamen for use with the trays. An 
estimated saving of a million pounds in aluminum and stainless steel conserved for 
further war production in 1943 is expected from the change. 


Chemical Warfare Service—For 18 days steadily growing beards were noted on an 
officer and six enlisted men at Edgewood Arsenal. Since ARs require soldiers to be 
clean shaven, this aristate sextette aroused much curiosity and speculation. 

This hirsute growth was prompted by the Protection Division of the Chemical 
Warfare School, which wanted to know the degree of protection a gas mask gives 
to a man so adorned, The scarcity of water, such as met with on the desert, or the 
lack of time for a combat soldier to shave, resulted in this experimental group volun- 
teering from the Personnel Decontamination Company. 

Day after day this group entered the gas chamber, testing for leaks in their 
growing beards. Finally, on the 18th day the experiment was completed. Buddy 
spectators gathered to enjoy the sight of seven luxurious beards being shaved off. 

Military security prevents a release of the technical results, but the experimenters 
admit feeling more comfortable. 


Naval Aeronautics—The fifth Auxiliary Base Field, Saufley Field, was commis- 
sioned an Auxiliary Air Station of the Naval Air Training Center, Pensacola, Fla., 
under the command of Rear Adm. G. D. Murray, USN, 1 March by Capt. W. H. 
Buracker, USN, Commanding Officer of the Naval Air Station. 

Saufley Field is the second oldest of the auxiliaries, having been commissioned 
an Auxiliary Base Field in 1940, Under the command of Lt. Comdr, G, G, Mead, USN, 
it will continue to house the facilities of Squadron 2-B, 

The commissioning of Saufley Field completed the transition of the Naval Air 
Station into the Naval Air Training Center which was begun in November with the 
commissioning of Bronson Field, followed in December by the addition of Barin Field. 
The other two auxiliaries, Corry and Ellyson Fields, were commissioned in mid- 
January. 

Lieutenant Commander Mead reported to Pensacola for his present duty from 
the Fleet, where he commanded a patrol squadron. He graduated at Annapolis in 
1927 and received his wings at Pensacola in 1930, 

A sixth auxiliary air station is to be added to the Naval Air Training Center 
at Pensacola, Fla., according to an announcement by the Navy Department in Febru- 
ary. It will be located near Milton, Fla., about 20 miles from the main station. 

Comdr. R, C. Brixner, USN, who reported to the Naval Air Station, Pensacola, 
Fla., early in February from several months of duty in the Pacific, was presented 
with a citation from Admiral C. W. Nimitz, Commander in Chief of the Pacific Fleet, 
in ceremonies at the Air Station 1 March. Commander Brixner’s citation, for his 
leadership as Group Commander of Patrol Planes before and during the Battle of 
Midway, 3 to 6 June 1942, was presented by Rear Adm. John 8. McCain, Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics. 

Commander Brixner was appointed Assembly and Repair Officer upon reporting 
to the Pensacola station, succeeding Comdr. L. L. Hunt, USN, who held that post for 
15 months. 


Marine Corps—Col. John W. Thomason, jr., has been detached from the Navy De- 
partment and assigned to duty at San Diego. Col. Clifton B. Cates is being transferred 
from Marine Corps Headquarters to Quantico, Col. Frank Halford has been detached 
as director of recruiting and assigned to the Board of Decorations and Medals, Navy 
Department. Cel. W. Woodworth has been appointed director of the division of 
recruiting. 


Medical Supplies for Coast Guard—Pending in the Bureau of the Budget is a pro- 
posal that the Navy's Bureau of Medicine and Surgery purchase all medical supplies 
and equipment for the Coast Guard, it was stated during hearings on the Supple- 
mental Navy Department Appropriation Bill by Rear Adm, Frank J, Gorman, Chief 
of the Coast Guard’s Division of Finance, 

Pointing out that the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery provides all medical and 
dental equipment for Coast Guard vessels and shore establishments, while the Public 
Health Service continues to provide consumable medical and dental supplies, Ad- 
miral Gorman told the House Appropriations Committee: “We are endeavoring now 
to have the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery supply all medical and dental supplies, 
as well as the equipment, which the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery not only is will- 
ing to do, but anxious to do in order to complete the job, and we desire them to do it. 
The Commandant (of the Coast Guard) received a letter from Admiral McIntire 
(Surgeon General of the Navy) suggesting that a split not be made between the 
Public Health Service and the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery in the supplying of 
equipment and supplies. We forwarded that letter to the Public Health Service for 
comment and report to the Bureau of the Budget.” 

Admiral Gorman revealed that about 300 medical and dental oflicers of the 
Public Health Service are on duty with the Coast Guard in a military status. At the 
same time when space is available naval medical facilities near Coast Guard in- 
stallations are utilized. 


Allied Relationships—Elimination of “certain factors tending to disturb otherwise 


harmonious Anglo-American relationships” was predicted by the New York Times 
last week with the assumption by General Sir Harold R. L. G. Alexander of command 
of all land operations in the North African theater. 

Cited as obstacles to harmonious relations by Frank L. Kiuckohohn, 7'imes’ war 
correspondent, were the failure of Americans to “see why the Briton insists on his 
morning bath and afternoon tea even if a battle is brewing, tanks are advancing and 
shells are dropping’; American reaction to the British Broadcasting Corporation’s 
nightly references to American victories in Tunisia as “Allied”; United States set- 
backs as “American” and big battles in which the Americans have done well as “enemy 
reaction”; the tea question: “The British drink tea but, when the Americans are 
forced to drink it, too—although, surprisingly, they like it—they complain ceaselessly 
about the lack of coffee and blame the British for it” ; conflict of American and British 
mannerisms; and the interchangeability of British and American officers which 
“works out well in some cases, as in that of the Commandos. In others it is not so 
fortunate.” 

States the Times: “General Dwight D. Eisenhower, commander of the North 
African theatre, has always worked toward removing obstacles tending to hamper 
relationships. There is every reason to think that General Alexander, as his land 
operations chief, will be in a position to carry this work farther. There is excellent 
ground work already laid in the American soldiers’ admiration for the fighting qual- 


ities of the British and in the fine Anglo-American teamwork existing at Genera) 
Eisenhower’s headquarters.” 


rmaster Co A Climatic Research Laboratory, which reduces tempera- 
tures to 80 degrees below zero (Farenheit) or runs them up to desert heat, has been 
established to test and evaluate the effectiveness of food, clothing and military equip 
ment on humans. 

Set up by the Quartermaster Corps at Lawrence, Mass., the laboratory also will 
include a wind tunnel for testing the permeability and wind resistance of fabrics de 
signed for mountain and cold climate troops. Twenty volunteer enlisted men are being 
selected from a large group who possess the educational and physical qualifications 





required, to serve in the laboratory as test subjects and as laboratory assistants.

United States Army Air Force Flying For- 
tresses attacked targets in Germany and the 
Netherlands today.

No enemy opposition to this attack was en- 
countered at the target and the results were 
good, Direct hits on the yards were ob-

Information available indicates fourteen 
enemy aircraft were destroyed. 

Another force of Flying Fortresses attacked 
the shipyards of Rotterdam under difficult 
weather conditions, but hits were seen in the 
target area,

A joint communique: 

Flying Fortress B-17s and Liberator B-24s 
of the Kighth Air Force attacked important 
enemy railway yards and the U-boat supply 
center of Rennes in Brittany and the railway 
yards of Rouen, France, in daylight today. 

Despite strong enemy opposition the For- 
tresses bombed successfully the target at 
Rennes. The Liberators overcame very strong 
fighter opposition to bomb their objectives at 
louen. 

Weather conditions were very good over 
both targets, Preliminary reports indicate 
more than a score of enemy fighters were 
destroyed by the bombers in the heavy and 
persistent encounters. 

The bombers were escorted and covered by 
squadrons of RAF, USAAF, Dominion and 
Allied fighters. 

Many combats tock place in the course of 
which five more enemy aircraft were de- 
stroyed. Four bombers and two fighters are 
missing. 


LT, GEN. STILWELL’S HQ, CHUNGKING 
83 Mar. 


Striking at offensive Japanese operations 
in the Salween area, bombers and fighters 
of the United States Army Air Forces in 
China hit three enemy installations 1-2 Mar. 

P-40s strafed a motor pool at Hwanglike, 
south of Tengyueh, setting fire to sheds and 
equipment, Again at Hwanglike another mo- 
tor pool was attacked. At least three trucks 
were destroyed, three buildings set on fire 
and numerous casualties caused. 

Near Lamang a heavily camouflaged instal- 
lation of barracks and warehouses was com- 
pletely destroyed. B-25s and P-40s made 
three successive sweeps at low altitude in 
the face of accurate ground fire to insure de- 
struction of the target. Large fires broke 
out and the pursuit escort continued to strafe 
he area for more than thirty minutes to pre- 
vent salvaging by enemy troops. The num- 
ber of casualties is unknown. 

Enemy small arms and aintiaircraft fire 
was sporadic but fairly accurate. Minor 
damage was sustained by several planes but 
all returned iv their base without injury to 
personnel, 


10TH USAF HQ., NEW DELHI 
3 Mar. 


Widespread damage was inflicted on Jap- 
anese military installations in Northern Bur- 
ma on 1 and 2 March by aircraft of the Tenth 
United States Air Force. 

Our fighters armed with light bombs and 
machine guns, on 1 Mar. made continuous 
low altitude attacks over a wide area with 
the following results: 

Bridge at Yupannaga damaged; at Taih- 
paga, buildings occupied by the enemy were 
shot up and a large fire left burning; at 
Maingkwan, trucks were strafed and fires 
started; at Wehsi, four bungalows used by 
troops were set afire, and at Nsopzup, in 
addition to much damage among the build- 
ings occupied by the Japanese, two trucks 
carrying bridge material were machine 
gunned and reported probably destroyed. 

On 2 Mar. a large formation of medium 
bombers with fighter escort attacked Myit- 





kyina, which has long served as an enemy 
base. In the operations some fifteen tong of 
bombs were dropped. It is estimated 75 per 
cent of the projectiles struck in the target 
area, causing great damage to barracks and 
military installations. 

Fighters of one formation strafed four 
trucks in the Nsopzup area and another for- 
mation attacked Wehsi, causing two large 
fires. 

From these operations all of our aircraft 
returned safely. 

5 Mar. 

Installations in the Rangoon area were sub- 
jected to several attacks by heavy bomber 
formations of the Tenth U, 8. Air Force, 8 
Mar. The Pazundaang Bridge was the target 
for one formation. Hits were reported on 
the north and south approaches and a near 
hit on the south span. The extent of the 
damage has not yet been assessed. 

Another formation reported hits on the 
Ahlone docks and adjoining warehouses. Hite 
were also observed in the railroad yards next 
to the warehouses. The third formation, at- 
tacking a car and locomotive shop, reported 
four direct hits followed by an explosion 
with heavy black smoke. A large number of 
other bombs were seen to burst effectively 
in the area between the railroad yards and 
the creek. 

Several enemy planes intercepted, of which 
two were claimed as probably damaged. 

The same day our medium bombers struck 
against the railroad yards at Maymyo. Di- 
rect hits on a storage shed and damage to 
freight cars were reported. 

On 4 Mar. our B-25s attacked enemy rail- 
road installations at Twataung. A direct hit 
on a train was reported and also a hit on 
a storage shed, Other bombs burst among 
the rolling stock. 

From these operations all our planes re- 
turned safely. 

8 Mar. 

Three Japanese merchant vessels in Ran- 
goon River have been sunk or damaged as 
a result of actions by the Tenth United States 
Air Force. 

A 5,000-ton cargo ship was reported rest- 
ing on the river bottom at Elephant Point 
as a result of action not previously reported. 

On 6 Mar. a formation of heavy bombers 
attacked two other ships in the river south 
of Rangoon. One ship, 400 feet in length, re- 
ceived one and possibly two direct hits. Dam- 
age astern was indicated and when last seen 
heavy smoke was issuing from the vessel. 

Near hits were claimed on a second ship 
300 feet in length. The extent of damage is 
at present unknown. 

The enemy landing field at Pagoda Point 
was damaged in a low altitude attack. 

A second bomber formation attacked the 
docks at Moulmein fro a low altitude. All 
bombs were reported to have fallen in the 
target area and a fire the size of a city block 
was observed to be burning when the bomb- 
ers started for base. 

On the way home the bombers machine- 
gunned from a low altitude the lighthouse 
on Alquada Reef, the lightship at China Bark 
and a radio station with two masts at Dia- 
mond Point. 

A third bomber formation attacked Myitnge 
Bridge south of Mandalay, which the enemy 
ceaselessly seeks to restore to service. Ap- 
proaches to the bridge are claimed to have 
been damaged. 

Attempted interception by enemy fighters 
failed. All our aircraft returned safely. 


MAJ, GEN. BRERETON’S HQ., CAIRO 
6 Mar. 

During the night of 4-5 Mar. our heavy 
bombers attacked Naples harbor, starting 
fires. 

From these and other operations one of our 
aircraft is missing. 

9 Mar. 

During the night of 7-8 Mar. at least one 
enemy raider was shot down by anti-aircraft 
defenses during an attack on Tripoli. Only 
slight damage resulted, but there were some 
casualties among the civilian population.

B AL/TIMORE is the next port to have 

a volunteer Coast Guard Port Secur- 
ity Regiment, it was learned this week. 

The regiment organized in Philadelphia 
by Dr. Arnaud Cartwright Marts, direc- 
tor of the Pennsylvania State Council of 
Defense, now a captain, Coast Guard Re- 
serve, was such a success that plans have 
been formulated for extension of the 
guard system to other port cicies. For its 
next regiment, the Coast Guard has se- 
lected the busy port on the Patapsco 
River. 

Members of the Port Security Regi- 
ment will serve without pay. They will 
be uniformed and subject to military dis- 
cipline. After completing initial training, 
members will stand two six-hour periods 
of guard duty each six days, protecting 
vessels and docks and other waterfront 
facilities. They are not a substitute for 
private company guards but relieve Coast 
Guardsmen for other assignments. 

The Port Security Regiment is under 
control of the captain of the port, but in- 
dividual members are under their own 
officers for administration and rotation of 
duties. 

Simplify Port Regulations 

Bringing some order out of chacs, the 
Coast Guard’s marine inspection service 
has completed a pamphlet of regulations 
for security of vessels in port. 

The 57 regulations replace a total of 
637 regulations which had been formu- 
lated by captains of the port all over the 
United States. 


First Purple Heart 

For the first time in Coast Guard his- 
tory a member of that service was award- 
ed a Purple Heart. 

Originally an Army decoration, the 
award of the Purple Heart was extended 
in December to the sea services, and 
limited to men wounded in action.

Gen. Long, who was Assistant Com- 
mandant of the United States Marine 
Corps during World War I, was born 14 
Dec. 1869, at South Dartmouth, Mass., 
graduated from the United States Naval 
Academy in 1891, and commissioned a 
Second Lieutenant in the Marine Corps 1 
July 1891. He served in the Philippines, 
China, Cuba, Canal Zone, Hawaii, Nica- 
ragua, Mexico, and the Dominican Re 
public; at sea aboard the USS Baltimore, 
the USS Lancaster and the USS Maine; 
and at many Marine Corps posts in the 
United States. 

During the war with Spain, as a First 
Lieutenant, he served at Guantanamo, 
Cuba, and was promoted to Captain for 
meritorious services, During the Boxer 
Rebellion in China he commanded a bat 
tulion at the battle of Tientsin and was 
commended in Navy Department orders. 

In 1912, he commanded Marine forces 
in the occupation of the city of Leon in 
the expedition to Nicaragua, and com- 
manded a regiment during the occupation 
of Vera Cruz in 1914. In 1915 he was de 
tailed as chief of staff of the brigade on 
duty in Haiti. 

Temporarily appointed Brigadier Gen 
eral on 1 July 1918, he was confirmed 
permanently in that rank on 19 Novy, 1918. 

After the war he commanded the Sec 
ond Marine Brigade on duty in Santo 
Domingo, winning the commendation of 
the military governor “for the loyal and 
efficient service of the brigade.” 

His request for retirement because of 
ill health was granted 31 Dee, 1921, and 
received the rank of Major General under 
a Congressional act which made advance-

Important developments occurred this 
week in matters affecting the national 
economy and of direct and indirect in- 
terest to the personnel of the Services. 

The Senate is determined to provide 
labor for farms in spite of deferment con- 
cessions made by the Manpower Commis- 
sion, and the broadcast by Secretary Stim- 
son defending the strength of the Army a» 
proposed by the General Staff, and ad- 
vocating the Universal Service bill.

The l’resident transmitted to Congres= 
two reports of the National Resources 
Vlanning Board intended to abolish want. 
The reports ask legislation to guaruntee 
a private or public job for every able- 
bodied person, which is of special interest 
to the soldier and sailor who will necd 
work after the war. Further, they pro 
pose changes in the economic system, in- 
Guding larger government participation 
in industry and a share in management by 
labor, and consolidation of railroads into 
a limited number of regional systems. 
Considerable opposition exists in Congres= 
to many of the recommendations of the 
reports, largely because of the feeling that 
all revenues derived from taxes should 
he devoted to the sole purpose of winning 
the war, and to the idea of government 
participation in industry. The Truman 
Committee investigating defense activi 
ties has made another report in which it 
advised the country to gird itself for the 
“grimmest” year and exposed three basic 
weaknesses in the administration of the 
war effort, which it claims now are being 
corrected, These weuknesses ure de 
scribed as initial inadequate over-all plan 
ning within government agencies, and de- 
lay in determining basic policies: con 
flicting authority over and responsibility 
for various phases of the war program, 
which have caused delays and buck-pass 
ing, and hesitancy of the Government to 
adopt unpopular or unpleasant policies. 
Despite the mistakes made, the Commit 
tee is supremely confident of victory. 

In presenting his demands for a basic 
wage increase of $2 per day and a min 
imum daily wage of $8, to the operators 
of the Northern Appalachian soft coal oy 
erators, John L. Lewis, President of the 
United Mine Workers, declared that the 
“Little Steel” formula of the National 
Labor Relations Board has outlived its 
usefulness, and that the Board is attempt 
ing to impose “slave labor” upon the coun 
try. This defiance of a government agency 
makes the negotiations a test of the pow- 
er of the agency and therefore of the 
Government. It is likely the negotiations 
will drag along for several weeks, and the 
prediction is there will be a compromise, 
although Lewis says he will not abate his 
demands. 





Merchant Marine 


Surpassing all previous shipbuilding 
records, United States shipyards in the 
month of February delivered inte service 
130 new ships of approximately 1,239,200 
deadweight tons, the Maritime Commis- 
sion has announced. 

The Februa ry deliveries bring the total 
of ships built in 1948 to 238 of 2,247,600 
tons—the 2838 ships being a greater num- 
ber than was delivered in the first six 
months of 1942. 

Of the 130 ships delivered in February, 
81 were Liberty ships, 15 were C-type car- 
go ships, 9 were tankers, 23 were of spe- 
cial types, one was a barge and one 
coastal cargo vessel. 

Rear Adm. Emory 8S. Land, Chairman 
of the Maritime Commission, has set 20,- 
000,000 tons as the 1943 shipbuilding goal 
—a tonnage double that announced by 
President Roosevelt early in 1942. 


Deferments for Seamen 


In a bulletin regarding draft deferments 
for merchant seamen, the Selective Ser- 
vice System has called attention to the 
fact that the War Shipping Administra- 
tion has certified that “there is a shortage 
of all classes of mariners,” because of the 
rapid expansion of the merchant marine. 

In the case of men undergoing one of 
the War Shipping Administration’s train- 
ing courses, careful consideration should 
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be given by local boards on an individual 
basis to occupational deferment, Maj. Gen. 
Lewis B. Hershey, Selective Service Di- 
rector, stated. 

Where men have been accepted for one 
of the courses, an occupational deferment 
of 30 days should be granted upon request 
of the War Shipping Administration. This 
would not apply if the individual has al- 
eady been ordered to report for induction. 

Within the 30 days, the registrant 
should commence his training. and he is 
then eligible for further occupational de 
ferment. 


Award “M” to RCA Unit 

In recognition of an outstanding record 
for production of radio equipment for 
ships of the American merchant marine, 
the “M”" award of the Maritime Commis- 
sion was presented to the Radiomarine 
Corporation, Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica affiliate, on 8 March.

\dministration of Posts, Telegraph & 
Telephone of French West Africa. 

Other RCAC direct radiotelegraph cir- 
cuits with African terminals link New 
York and Monrovia, Liberia; Leopold- 
ville, Belgian Congo; Brazzaville. French 
Equatorial Africa, and Cairo, Egypt. A 
radiophoto circuit also operates hetween 
New York and Cairo. 

A direct radiotelegraph circuit between 
New York and Quito, Ecuador, is being 
tested by RCAC preliminary to the start 
of regular commercial operations within 
the next few days. Until now, Ecuador, 
where a complete cable monopoly has ex- 
isted, has been the only South American 
country closed to radiotelegraphie com- 
munication.

superior gun. 

It was pointed out that the Army con- 
sidered both weapons to be excellent 
ones. However, the 37-mm gun has been 
found to be the best weapon for aircraft 
and the Air Forces has been demanding 
all the gun tubes of this bore it can get. 
Consequently, 37-mm tube producing fa- 
cilities have largely been devoted to pro- 
duction of cannon for aircraft, and the 
Bofors has been adopted as the light AA 
gun. 

For the protection of ground forces, 
the Army is making all antiaircraft shells 
of a self-destroying type. These shells will 
blow themselves up before descending, so 
forces on the ground will have, at worse, 
nothing but descending shell fragments to 
content with. 

Too much emphasis cannot be placed 
upon projectiles, General Barnes indi- 
cated. A gun, no matter how fine, without 
the best shells engineering ingenuity can 
provide, is not a good weapon of destruc- 
tion “unless it is thrown bodily at the 
enemy,” he laughed. 

Among the weapons demonstrated was 
a secret weapon referred to as the Ba- 
zooka. 

The visitors witnessed both riding and 
firing demonstrations of ordnance vehi- 
cles, including the multiple gun motor 
“arriage, the 75-mm howitzer motor car- 
riage, the 75-mm gun motor carriage, the 
38-inch gun motor carriage, M10A1 the 
105-mm howitzer motor carriage, M7, and 
the 155-mm gun motor carriage M12, with 
accompanying cargo carrier and many 
other models of light and medium tanks. 

Ordnance officials emphasized the im- 
portance of both tanks and motor gun 
carriages, stating that battlefield de- 
mands were for both speed and protec- 
tion. The amount of protection is in in- 
verse proportion to the degree of speed ; 
but even on the gun carrier there must be 
protection, while the tank must develop 
minimum speeds to be effective. 

In addition to the light AA guns and 
the weapons on the motor gun carriages, 
Ordnance demonstrated a variety of other 
weapons, starting with the caliber .50 
rifle (both Springfield and Garand) and 
the caliber .30 carbine, and ending with 
the 240-mm howitzer. Between these ex- 
tremes were the 60-mm and 81-mm mor- 
tars, the 57-mm antitank gun, various 
types of 75-mm howitzers and guns, the 
83-inch gun, the famous German 105-mm 
howitzer, the American 105-mm howitzer, 
the 4.5-inch gun, the 155-mm howitzer, the 
155-mm gun, and the 8-inch howitzer. 

Antiaircraft cannon demonstrated in- 
cluded the 40-mm Bofors gun, the German 
88-mm AA gun, and the 90-mm gun. 





Important to any Army, General 
Barnes stressed in his talk, is the effi- 
ciency with which recoveries and repairs 
are made after the battle. “This tre- 
mendously important” job was not per- 
formed very well by the British at the 
beginning of the war, he confessed, but 
they have improved to an equality with 
the Germans, and we have had the benefit 
of the experience of both of those armies.

Command Powers of Officers 

The War Department this week 
amended Circular 24, to provide that 
Corps of Military Police officers, Tank 
Destroyer officers, Armored Force offi- 
cers and officers of units trained for 
specialized combat such as the First Spe- 
cia] Service Force are eligible for detail 
as officer of the day and to command 





troops of any arm or service when so 
ordered by competent authority. 

The original circular stated that only 
officers of the Infantry, Cavalry, Field 
Artillery, Coast Artillery, Air Corps and 
Signal Corps were eligible for assign- 
ment as officers of the day and to com- 
mand troops of any service, except that 
other officers could be ODs if the guard 
is wholly composed of troops from the 
same branch as that in which the officer 
is serving.

Rations for Men on Leave 

Men on furlough of seven days or more 
are entitled to ration tickets, good for 
processed foods, sugar, and coffee, accord- 
ing to recent Office of Price Administra- 
tion regulations. 

A soldier on furlough of seven days or 
more can get a certificate good for sixteeD 
points from his local ration board. He can 
get another such allotment for each pe 
riod of seven days of his furlough. 

The soldier also can get a certificate 
good for one pound of coffee and one 
pound of sugar a week if his furlough is 
of at least seven days duration. 

No ration certificates will be issued to @ 
soldier on leave of less than seven days.

laws were passed creating the 
ranks in those corps. 

It is universally conceded, however, 
that Admiral Waesche is fully entitled to 
grade of vice admiral, and even if the 
question of his right to hold that rank in 
the Coast Guard should be raised, it wou'd 
be perfectly legal to appoint him a vice 
admiral in the Navy. 

Most conclusively, the commandant was 
nominated to be a vice admiral and the 
nomination was enthusiastically  con- 
firmed by the Senate, an action which 
would appear to confirm the legality of 
the appointment. 

In a letter to Congress urging creation 
of the new rank of Commodore, Secretary 
of the Navy Knox wrote: 

“The War is being prosecuted in such 
a way as to involve a great many ‘small 
command’ groups, some of which are on 
detached and some on semi-detached 
duty. These commands are not of suffi- 
cient magnitude to warrant their being 
commanded by a rear admiral, yet they 
should be commanded by a flag officer. 

“Rear admirals are often unavailable 
for such commands. When an officer is 
performing duty normally assigned to an 
officer of flag rank, he should be given not 
only the authority but also the rank com- 
mensurate with the responsibility. 

“When joint Army and Navy opera 
tions are being undertaken there is a defi- 
nite need for naval oflicers corresponding 
in rank to brigadier general. 

“Further advantages include (1) the 
training in flag rank, attendant upon sue 
cession to this type of command while 
comparatively young; (2) the availability 
of captains out of range of selection for 
assignment to group command duties; 
and (3) the increased authority such offi 
cers would have in their dealings with 
other navies, 

“No additional cost to the government 
would be involved in the enactment of 
the proposed legislation.” 

_dust one year ago, on 17 Feb. 1942, the 
Navy rejected the idea of «a commodore 
proposed in a bill introduced by Represen 
tative Izak, of Calif., pointing out that: 
“Considerable administrative difficul 
ties would be experienced in time of war 
Mi utilizing the services of officers with 
rank of commodore for the reason that 
there exists no duty assignment com- 
mensurate with that rank.

Secretary Knox Accepts Funds 


Accepting the funds provided by the 
people of Atlanta, Ga., to build a new 
Cruiser Atlanta, Navy Secretary Knox, 
12 March, praised the USS Atlanta which 
was sunk in a Solomons Island engage- 
ment, stating she “faced many times her 
own weight, and many times her own 
guns, and she took everything the Japs 
could find in their magazines.” 

“It is our great national loss,” he con- 
tinued, “that some of her men were not 
to survive their ship’s last action. One of 
these was Rear Admiral Norman Scott, 
finest product of the American naval 
school of seamanship and strategy. But 
we gained something, too. Our already- 
great Navy tradition was enriched by the 
memory of two great names; and I can 
assure you that the officers and men of 
the United States Navy will see to it 
that this tradition and this memory shall 
grow brighter each time an action is 
joined.” 

When the news of the sinking of the 
USS Atlanta was made public, 11 Jan., 
citizens of Atlanta were forming a com 
mittee to raise funds for a new Atlanta 
within a few minutes. That bears out the 
saying, said Mr. Knox, “that a Georgian 
will fight at the drop of a hat, and that 
he usually drops his own hat.” 


Blimp Makes Long Voyage 

One of the Navy’s non-rigid blimps has 
successfully completed a 3,000 mile trip 
to an outlying base and now is conduct- 
ing extensive submarine patrols from that 
base, according to a Navy Department 
announcement, The flight was announced 
as the first of a number of similar or 
greater distances by the non-rigid air- 
ships, which are duplicating their World 
War I work by operating from bases far 
removed from the continental U. 8. 

The craft making the 3,000-mile trip 
was one of a fleet of 200 authorized by 


Congress nine months ago, a part of 
which have been delivered and are in 


service. The flight was made as a “ferry” 
passage, with several intermediate rou 
tine stops, and required less than four 
days. 





Army Specialized Training 

With eight contracts for participation 
in the Army Specialized Training Pro 
gram signed with colleges and universi 
ties in seattered parts of the nation, the 
first contingent of a few thousand soldier 
students will begin their training courses 
15 March. 

Selection for inclusion in the special 
program was on the basis of examination 
by screening boards throughout the 
United States, who so far have tested 
more than 200,000 soldiers and have se 
lected not only the group to start 15 
March, but also the April class, which, 
according to Col. Herman Beukema, Army 
Specialized Training Division Director, 
will be about ten times larger. “Later 
tests will provide the trainees whose col 
lege work is scheduled to begin in May 
and succeeding months until the quotas 
reach the authorized peak of 150,000," 
he said. Institutions which signed con 
tracts under the program are located in 
Indiana, Virginia, New Jersey, West Vir 
ginia, Georgia, Minnesota, Texas and 
Oregon.

WAVE and WAAC Legislation 

While the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee devoted two days this week to con- 
sideration of legislation which would 
place the WAACs in the Army with all 
henefits provided for officers and men of 
the Army of the United States, the House 
Naval Affairs Committee received two let- 
ters from the Navy Department, one urg- 
ing that the WAVES be made a perma- 
nent organization, be given pensions and 
be permitted to serve overseas, and the 
other opposing a reduction in the present 
minimum age for enlistment of 20 years. 

Meanwhile, the Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee gave its approval to a request 
by the Navy Department that WAVES be 
permitted to replace civil service clerks 
in the Navy Department to meet a grow- 
ing shortage of such civilians. 

The bill under consideration by the 
House is S. 495, passed by the Senate on 
15 Feb. The measure wou'd repeal the 
present WAAC law and create for the 
duration of the war a Women's Army 
Auxiliary Corps. Officers would be offi 
cers of the Army of the United States, 
and enlisted women would be enl'sted wo- 
men of the Army of the United States. 

Each group would have all the benefits, 
including pensions, dependents’ allow 
ances, and the like, that are provided for 
Regu'ar Army officers and men. 

However, the House Military Commit 
tee, after hearing Brig. Gen. Miller G. 
White, ACOS G-1; Col. Oveta C. Hobby, 
Director of the WAACs, and Representa- 
tive Edith Nourse Rogers, tentatively 
adopted several amendments which would 
restrict the unlimited grants of the Sen- 
ate bill. 

All but one of these amendments is ac 
ceptable to the Army, and the bill as 
amended is likely to be reported when the 
committee resumes its consideration of 
the measure next week. 

One amendment fixes the rank of the 
director as colonel, eliminating possibil 
ity that general officer WAACs will be ap 
pointed, 

Another amendment provides that mili- 
tary authority of officers of the WAACs 
“may be exercised over women of the 
Women’s Army Corps only, and is limited 
to the administration of the corps.” 

The committee strvek out section 4 of 
the Senate act, which provides that the 
WA ‘Cs and the Nurse Corps sha'l be the 
only women’s organization in the Army of 
the United States. inasmuch as there are 
olreadyv a Physical Therapy Aides’ Corps 
anda Dietitians’ Corps, and other similar 
corns may later be formed. 

The committee has also stated that wo 
men shall not he eligible for benefits of 
the Allotment-Al'owance Act and that the 
miowances nayvahble to officers and enlist 
ed nersonnel shall be those payable to of 
ficers and men of the Regular Army, with- 
out dependents, 

As passed by the Senate, women could 
have claimed allowances for husbands 
und children, thus placing them at an ad- 
vantage as compared with Army and 
Navy nurses. 

{The Comptrotier General this week 
denied a WAVE’s claim for allowance for 
a dependent, stating that to interpret the 
laws to give her such an allowance would 
be to believe that Congress intended bene 
fits for the WAVES which are not provid 
ed for Army and Navy nurses. Keditor’s

mittee states that physicians and nurses

shall not be enrolled in the corps. There | 
are already nine WAAC doctors, and the 
War Department desires additional ones, 
without commissioning them in the Med- 
ical Corps, which would be necessary if 
this amendment is finally adopted. 

Two pending bills would not be neces- 





One is the Army's proposal to raise the 
WAAC strength from 150,000 to 375,000, 
The second is the Congressional proposal 
to reduce the age limit from 21 to 18, 

If the WAACs are taken into the Army 
of the United States, enrolled strength 
can be any number that is decided by the 
Army, subject to appropriations, while 
age limits will be those of the Army, which 
has an 18-year minimum. 

Recommending that H.R. 1364 be en 
acted, the Navy Department stated that 
the bill would accomplish four desirable 
objectives: 

1, Make the WAVES permanent, 

2. Remove present limitations on ser 
vice, 

3. Make WAVES eligible for pensions 
and other benefits open to Regular Navy 
personnel, 

4. Remove present limitations on the 
number of WAVES who may hold vari- 
ous grades, now fixed at one lieutenant 
commander, 35 lieutenants and not more 
than 35 per cent of all officers in grade 
of lieutenant (junior grade). 

At present WAVES may not serve 
nhboard combat vessels or outside con- 
tinental United States. It is desired to 
use WAVES, however, in overseas base 
commands, 

Recommending avainst reduction of the 
minimum age for WAVES from 20 to 18 
years, the Navy Department told the 
Hlouse Naval Affairs Committee, “The 
Women's Reserve Corps of the Navy and 
the Women's Reserve Corps of the Coast 
Guard have been in operation for such a 
short time that the necessity of lowering 
the age limit to 18 years has not been 
demonstrated.”
